Dear Mr. Mayor,— In compliance with the pro- 
visions of section 24 of chapter 3 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925, I respectfully submit the Annual Report 
of the Public Works Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1945. : 

In spite of restrictions brought on by the war, the 
activities of the department have been carried on with- 
out appreciable curtailment of essential service. 

On the 17th day of December a very serious accident 
occurred when the Liberty Ship ‘‘John Hathorn,” while 
being assisted by tugs from the Hoosac Tunnel dock in 
Charlestown, crashed into the Charlestown bridge. <A 
portion of the structure on the Boston side of the draw, 
measuring about 80 feet in length and 50 feet in width, 
was torn away, and the impact was so great that the 
Boston Elevated Railway structure which crosses the 
bridge was thrown out of position. Street car and 
elevated train service had to be suspended. Measures 
were taken immediately by this department to provide 
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fences and other means of protecting the public, and, 
with the approval of your Honor, on December 31, a 
contract was entered into with Coleman Brothers Cor- 
poration for making the necessary repairs. The repair 
work is progressing very satisfactorily, and everything 
possible is being done by the city and by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company to restore to service this 
very important link in the city’s highway and trans- 
portation system. | 

During the year, the matter of expediting the flow of 
traffic through the Sumner Tunnel was given consider- 
able thought and study. I called into conference repre- 
sentatives of the two transportation companies, the 
Boston Elevated Railway and the Eastern Massachu- 
setts Street Railway Company, whose buses pass 
through’the tunnel on regular schedule. A plan was 
worked out whereby the buses would enter the tunnel 
from either portal by the use of the so-called free lane, 
without payment of the customary toll ticket at. the 
time, with the understanding that each street railway 
company would make weekly payments direct to the 
cashier to cover the number of their vehicles passing 
through. A trial period starting with Wednesday, 
August 15, was determined upon, which it was agreed 
would be made permanent if it proved to be satisfactory. 

Observations made during the trial period indicated 
that the plan had such merit that it should be continued, 
and it has been made permanent. I am pleased to re- 
port that both corporations have cooperated in every 
possible way, not only to put into effect this plan, but to 
insure its smooth operation. | 

The Water Division has continued its campaign for 
the collection of outstanding bills for water consumption, 
by reducing the flow of water in the premises upon which 
accounts are unpaid. A surplus of $1,473,054.57 of 
receipts over expenditures, based on collections and in- 
creased consumption of water, resulted this year. 

For many years complaints have been registered be- 
cause of the unsanitary ccnditions existing in Massa- 
chusetts Bay, due to the discharge of sewage from the 
city’s storage basins at Moon Island. In the past, 
varlous investigations have been conducted and recom- 
mendations made for bringing about a solution of the 
problem. Recently, this department has gone into the 
matter quite thoroughly, and it has been determined 
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that the construction of a modern and up-to-date plant 
at the Calf Pasture, in Dorchester, for the treatment. of 
sewage should be one of the postwar projects of the 
city. With that in view, a contract for the design of 
such a plant was made with Charles A. Maguire and 
Associates, with the approval of your Honor, on Novem- 
ber 2. This firm, after conferences with the officials 
of the department, is now at work on the studies and 
preliminary plans. 

Reports from the Division Rae covering their 
operations for the year are attached.

The foregoing does not include certain expenditures 
for construction work for other divisions and depart- 
ments, which work was supervised by the engineers of 
this division. 

Under orders of the Department of Public Utilities, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, schedules of tolls 
and charges for the use of the Sumner Traffic Tunnel, 
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between Boston Proper and East Boston, were ap- 
proved, covering the year 1945. 

The city has been operating only one ferry, the so- 
called ‘‘South Ferry,’’ since early in 1933, with the 
Boston terminus at Eastern avenue and the East 
Boston terminus at Lewis street. 

The more important works undertaken during the 
past year in the Bridge and Ferry Division were con- 
struction work on the Allston Bridge; repairs to Hast 
Boston approach of Chelsea Street Bridge: repairs to 
Dorchester Avenue Bridge, over Fort Point Channel; 
construction work on Sprague Street Bridge; construc- 
tion work on Summer Street Bridge, over Fort Point 
Channel; construction work on Fender Pier of Summer 
Street Bridge, over Reserved Channel; construction work 
on Boston Street, Dorchester Avenue and Southampton 
Street Bridges; repairs to public landings at Warren 
Bridge and Summer Street Bridge, over Fort Point 
Channel; repairing the steel ferry bridge, South Ferry, 
~ south slip, East Boston side; repairing hull, etc. of Ferry- 
boat ‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo’’; repairs to 6-inch discharge 
from sump pump, Sumner Tunnel, cleaning fresh air 
ducts, Sumner Tunnel, cleaning and painting ventilating 
fans, Sumner Tunnel, repaving with mastic beds and 
asphalt joints in Sumner Tunnel; making core borings 
for Southampton Street Incinerator, etc. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Allston Bridge, over the Boston and Albany Railroad. 

Due to the badly corroded condition of the steel 
hangers carrying the floor system a contract was entered 
into on April 25, 1945, between the city and Frederick 
W. Byron for the replacement of the hangers, general 
repairs and painting of the bridge. The work was com- 
pleted on October 5, 1945, at a cost of $50,584.37. 


Emergency Construction Work on the Charlestown 
Bridge, over the Charles Raver. 


On December 17, 1945, the ‘‘S. S. John Hathorn,” 
backing out from the Hoosaec Tunnel Docks to make a | 
turn to go into the harbor, through a misunderstanding 
of signals continued at full speed astern and crashed 
into span 3 of the Boston approach at 10.05 a. m. 

The vessel stayed in position under the bridge for a 
period of approximately 15 minutes before attempting to - 
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pull out. When the vessel did pull out, the downstream 
half of the bridge, consisting of three main girders and 
the entire supported floor system, fell into the water. 

The downstream center column support of the Ele- 
vated structure was sheared off and left hanging in mid- 
air, and all traffic was stopped from crossing the bridge. 

After inspection of the upstream half of the span by 
the Commissioner and employees of the Bridge Division, 
a temporary barrier was erected and single line of road- 
way and ‘pedestrian traffic was permitted on the U.S. 
sidewalk and U. 8. roadway, in order to moderate the 
severe traffic congestion which had the city tied up. 

An emergency contract was immediately awarded to 
Coleman Brothers Corporation, without advertising, 
approved by the Mayor on December 31, 1945, to rebuild 
- the span as originally constructed. Work commenced 
immediately to remove the torn and twisted steel work 
from the water and orders were placed for new steel and 
lumber. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company. obtained 
from the Boston and Maine Railroad Company a double 
girder from a turntable, with which they spanned the gap 
between the two piers to support their center column, 
and had Elevated traffic again running on December 
20, 1945. 

Work is now progressing rapidly, and it is expected 
that the break will be repaired within four months at an 
estimated cost of $90,000. 


Repairs to Westerly Sidewalk, Span 1, 
Charlestown Bridge. 


Due to corrosion, the steel sidewalk brackets and 
fascia of the sidewalk were fcund to be in a very bad 
condition, and on June 26, 1944, the Mayor approved a 
contract with A. Orlando, Incorporated, the lowest bid- 
der, to make necessary repairs. Work started on the 
contract June 5, 1944, and was completed June 26, 1944, 
at a cost of $2,253.50. 


Chelsea Street Bridge, over the Chelsea Creek. 


Due to the crumbling of the concrete under and 
around the end angle on the Boston approach, due partly 
to the continued pounding of the Boston Elevated cars 
on the rails, it was considered advisable to place a steel 
H beam under the rails to support them and also to act 
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as an end dam for the concrete. A contract was entered 
into between the city and Daniel Marr & Son Com- 
pany on January 38, 1945, and the work was con a 
at a cost of $1,998. 33. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge, over Fort Point Channel. 


Due to a break in the roadway of the upstream 
Boston approach it was necessary to repair the stringers 
and the roadway plank and repave a considerable area 
adjacent to the draw crack. A contract was entered 
into between the city and M. 8. Kelliher Company on 
August 6, 1945, and the work was completed on August 
21, 1945, at a cost of $5,950.08. 


Construction Work on the Malden Bridge, over the 
Mystic Raver. 


Under a contract entered into on June 29, 1942, be- 
tween the city and A. D. Daddario, for general con- 
struction work on the Malden Bridge, the contractor, 
due to war.conditions and inability to obtain the neces- 
sary materials, worked on the bridge intermittently. 
All work was completed on January 31, 1945, at a total 
cost of $98,991.51. 


Sprague Street Bridge, over the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad. 


Due to the poor condition of the roadway planking 
and wearing surface and because the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad wished to make necessary 
repairs to the steel work and to place new wooden 
stringers, the city entered into a contract with Baker 
& Co. on June 9, 1945, to redeck with 4-inch T & G yel- 
low pine and substitute an asphalt concrete wearing sur- 
face for the old spruce and asphalt plank surface. The 
work was completed on November 7, 1945, at a aoe of 
$20,554.49. 


Summer Street Bridge, over Fort Point Channel. 


On July 31, 1945, a contract was entered into between 
the city and V. Grande for construction work on the 
bridge as follows:— Rebuilding about 10 feet of the 
South Boston approach and the entire Vee of the Bos- 
ton approach, repairing steel work and redecking both 
leaves of the draw span, substituting 3-inch spruce 
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wearing surface for the 2-inch spruce surface then in 
use. The work was started on August 6, 1945, and by 
the end of the year the upstream half of the approaches 
and the upstream leaf of the draw were completed. 
Payments on the contract in the amount of $18,194.55 
were made to the end of 1945. 


Summer Street Bridge, over Reserved Channel. 


Due to the collapse of the downstream end of the 
main pier, as the result of an accident, a contract was 
entered into between the city and W. H. Ellis & Son 
Company on July 138, 1945, for rebuilding the pier, 
beginning at the downstream end of the draw pit and 
making the pier a little shorter than the original one. 
Work was started August 7, 1945, and completed 
October 31, 1945, at a cost of $16,061.52. 


Summer Street Bridge, over Reserved Channel. 


A contract with Marinucci Brothers & Co. for con- 
struction work on the Summer Street Bridge, over the 
Reserved Channel, was completed September 29, 1943. 

On account of a claim by the contractor against the 
city, the amount of $3,790.79 was withheld. It is ex- 
pected that this claim will be settled and final payment 
made the contractor early in 1946. 


Boston Street, Dorchester Avenue and Southampton Street 
Bridges, over the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad. 


Due to the poor condition of the roadway planking 
and the spruce wearing surface and because the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad wished to 
make necessary steel repairs and place new stringers, the 
city entered into a contract with Marinucci Brothers 
& Co., to redeck the bridges as follows: 

Boston Street and Dorchester Avenue Bridges with 
T & G plank, concrete shim and asphalt concrete wear- 
ing surface. 

Southampton Street Bridge with T & G plank and 
asphalt concrete wearing surface. 

Work started on August 27, 1945, and was partly com- 
pleted by the end of the year. No payments were made 
on this contract in 1945. 
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Public Landings at Warren Bridge and Summer Street 
Bridge, over Fort Point Channel. 


On May 3, 1945, a contract was entered into between 
the city and Marinucci Brothers & Co., to repair the 
wooden landing floats at these bridges. After raising 
the float at Summer Street Bridge which had sunk, it 
was considered advisable to dispose of it and to properly 
repair the float from Warren Bridge, which was then 
placed at Summer Street Bridge. Work was started 
May 15, 1945, and completed August 29, 1945, at a cost 
of $6,385.63. 


Snow Removal. 


A contract was awarded to Walter Reed Corporation, 
approved by the Mayor February 12, 1945, for removing 
snow in the East Boston area. The work was completed 
February 16, 1945, at a total cost of $11,666.64. — 

A contract was awarded to Walter Reed Corporation, 
approved by the Mayor December 28, 1944, for snow 
removal in area No. 2. The work was completed Feb- 
ruary 12, 1945, at a total cost of $5,926.95. 

A contract was awarded to Baker & Co., approved by 
the Mayor December 28, 1944, for snow removal in area 
No. 3. The work was completed February 12, 1945, at 
a total cost of $7,022.30. 

A contract was awarded to Baker & Co., approved by 
the Mayor February 15, 1945, for snow removal, Rox- 
bury section. Work was completed February 16, 1945, 
at a total cost of $6,643.41. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 
Southampton Street Incinerator. 


In connection with studies for a proposed incinerator 
at Southampton street, Roxbury, it was necessary to 
make core borings at the location to determine the phys- 
ical characteristics of the soil for design purposes.  Al- 
though this work was for the Sanitary Division, the 
Bridge and Ferry Division handled the contract. A 
contract was entered into between the city and the Ray- 
mond Construction Pile Company on October 22, 1945; 
work started October 22, 1945, and was completed 
November 23, 1945, at a cost of $1,920.60. . 
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Day Labor Force. 


The day labor force patched and replaced deck sheath- 
ing, headers and sidewalk planking on the various 
bridges; repaired platforms; refastened treads; cleaned 
and painted drawhouses and shelter houses; made repairs 
to drawhouses and controller houses; added to and 
deducted from counterweights; repaired steps; removed 
snow and ice from bridges and sanded same; repaired 
piers; painted fences and gates; did general carpenter 
work and painting, and made mechanical repairs, etc.; 
repaired wood block paving; refastened treads on va- 
rious bridges; repaired and rebuilt gates and various 
bridges; repaired floats; built and repaired sand boxes; 
rebuilt coal bins at various bridges; repaired boats; set 
glass at various drawhouses; made miscellaneous small 
repairs at various bridges, etc. : 

The maintenance force cleaned the bridge sidewalks © 
and steps in the intown area of snow and other refuse 
during the year. Electrical and machinery maintenance 
was taken care of by the electricians and machinists. 

Another duty of the division during the winter months 
was the supervising and inspecting of snow loading and 
removal, in common with other divisions of the depart- 
ment. This work was done under contract. 

In the course of the year part of the activities of the 
office force was taken up in work for other divisions and 
departments of the city. While these effcrts, spread 
over the entire period, did not require a considerable 
amount of time, the nature of the work was cf an ad- 
visory and investigating nature. 


FERRY SERVICE.

. FERRIES. 

Ferryboat ‘‘ Ralph J. Palumbo.” 


To continue the ferry service by keeping one boat in 
commission, a contract was advertised calling for repairs 
to the ‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo.’ On the date of opening 
the bids, March 30, no proposals were received due in 
part to the unsettled conditions in the ship repair yards 
and in part to the extraordinary demands on the yards 
by the armed services. Since the ship’s papers on the 
boat running, the ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue,” expired on 
June 9, it was necessary to make every effort possible 
at once, to arrange for repairing the ‘‘ Ralph J. Palumbo”’ 
in order to secure the necessary ship’s papers from the 
United States Coast Guard, Inspection Service. On 
May 16, a contract was entered into with the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Corporation, to make all necessary repairs 
to the satisfaction of the United States Coast Guard, 
Inspection Service. Work under this contract started 
at once, but, on account of the extent of the work re- 
quired, it was evident that the boat could not be pre- 
pared for service until well after June 9. Under the 
circumstances, the United States Coast Guard, In- 
spection Service, was able to cooperate with the city © 
in its efforts to maintain the ferry service uninterrupted ° 
and extended the papers of the ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue’”’ 
until the issuing of the ‘‘ Ralph J. Palumbo’s”’ papers on 
Winco: 

Repairs to the ‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo” under the con- 
tract were completed June 19, 1945, at a total cost of 
$18,092.00. 


Repairs to the Steel Ferry Bridge, South Ferry, South Slip, 
East Boston Side. — 

A contract was awarded to A. Orlando, Inc., approved 
by the Mayor, April 25, 1945, for repairing and painting 
the steel work and redecking the bridge. Work started 
April 30, 1945, and was completed August 13, 1945, ata 
cost of $25, 703.77. | 


Removing Ashes, Cinders, Clinkers and Refuse 
from Ferryboats. 


A contract was awarded to Harry Benson, approved 
by the Mayor, January 30, 1945, for the removal of 
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ashes, etc., from the ferryboats. This work was formerly 
performed by the Public Works Department, but lack 
of trucks and manpower made it necessary to do it by 
contract. Work started February 1, 1945, and was com- 
pleted December 31, 1945, at a cost of $2,800. 


Removing Snow and Ice, East Boston and Boston Plazas. 
A contract was awarded to the Rossano Construction 
Company, for removing snow and ice from the East 
Boston and Boston Plazas, approved by the Mayor on 
January 3,1945. Work started January 9, 1945, and was 
completed February 15, 1945, at a cost of $7,797.02. 


Department Force. 

During the year machinists, carpenters, painters, rig- 
gers and electricians, who are included in the personnel 
of the Ferry Service, made all repairs possible to the 
plant to the extent of equipment at their disposal. This 
work consisted mainly of minor repairs to the machinery 
on the boats, repairs to ferry bridge machinery, ferry 
bridge roadways and headhouse repairs in general.

Cleaning and Painting Ventilating Fans, Etc. 

A contract was awarded to Joseph G. Gozzola and ap- 
proved by the Mayor on September 28, 1945, for cleaning 
and painting the ventilating fans, etc., at the Boston and 
East Boston Ventilating Buildings. Work started Oc- 
tober 4, 1945, and was completed December 5, 1945, at a 
cost of $5,920. 


Repairs to 6-inch Discharge Pipe. 

A contract was awarded to Ricciardelli Company, 
approved by the Mayor on April 25, 1945, for repairs to 
the 6-inch discharge pipe from the sump pump. Work 
started May 18, 1945, and was completed June 15, 1945, 
at a cost of $1,691.84. 
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Cleaning Exhaust and Fresh Air Ducts. 


A contract was awarded to the Rossano Construction 
Company and approved by the Mayor on August 27, 
1945, for cleaning the exhaust and fresh air ducts of the 
tunnel. Work started August 28, 1945, and was com- 
pleted September 25, 1945, at a cost of $1,885.

at regular intervals.

All traffic signal relays and relay panels were cleaned and repaired. 
Broken glass in signal units was replaced as needed. 


Motor Generators. 


The four motor generator sets are all in good working condition; 
brushes have been installed as needed; commutators have been under- 
cut and all machines were overhauled and painted.

The amount of money taken in through the Permit 
Office of the Paving Service was $14,601.27. Of this 
amount $12,908.27 was deposited with the City Collec- 
tor and $1,693 was billed to Public Service Corpora- 
tions. There are now on file 1,852 bonds for use of 
streets and sidewalks covering the City of Boston 
against claims for damages, etc., through the use of — 
permits. ; 

The regular forces of the Paving Service were em- 
ployed as usual in the maintenance of all public streets, — 
resurfacing and patching macadam pavements, patching 
all permanent pavement such as asphalt, granite blocks, 
etc., and taking care of all gravel, brick and artificial 
stone sidewalks.

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The maintenance expenditures of the Sanitary Divi- 
sion for the year 1945 show an increase of approximately 
$303,000 over those for the year 1944. This increase 
ean be broken down into two main items as follows: ° 

(a) In the item for the Collection and Removal of 
Refuse and Garbage by contract, there was an increase 
of about $137,000. This was caused by a shortage of 
manpower, union demands for higher compensation, 
lower efficiency and inability to sublet the sale of gar- 
-bage to hog raisers. 

(6) In the Personal Service item, there was an in- 
erease of about $141,000, which was accounted for as 
follows: From the beginning of the year 1945, the fore- 
men and inspectors received an increase in salary of 
$300 per annum, but the $200 E.C.A. was eliminated, 
giving to this group a net increase of $100 per annum. 
For the last six months of 1944, the chauffeur-laborer- 
mechanic group received an increase of 50 cents per 
day: At the same time the E.C.A. was reduced from 
$200 to $100 per annum, making a net increase of 
about $56 a year per man for this group. The 1945 
total includes this increase for the whole year as against 
only six months of 1944. 

Although the war ended August 14, the collection of 
paper for salvage, under the direction of the Boston Sal- 
vage Committee, continued until the end of the year.

Dear Srr,—I submit herewith statement of the 
activities and:expenditures of the Sewer Division for the 
year ending December 31, 1945. 

During the fiscal year 1945, there were built by con- 
tractors and day labor 1.21 miles of common sewers 
and surface drains throughout the city. After deduct- 
ing 0.20 mile of sewers and surface drains, rebuilt or 
abandoned, the net increase for 1945 is 1.01 miles, 
which, added to the exisiting 1,222.51 miles of common 
sewers and surface drains and 30.93 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, makes.a grand total of 1,254.45 miles 
of all sewers belonging to the City of Boston, and under 
the care of the Sewer Division on January 1, 1946. 

There were 59 catch-basins built or rebuilt and 11 
abandoned or removed during the year, making a net 
gain of 48 catch-basins and a grand total of 22,634 
catch-basins under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1946. 

Entrance fees to the amount of $1,730.08 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from — 
estates upon which no sewer assessments were ever 
“paid, in accordance with Ordinances of 1925, chapter 
27, section 10. | 

394 permits have been issued, viz.: 179 to district 
foremen and contractors and 215 to drainlayers for 
repairing or laying new house drains. Inspectors from 
this office have personally inspected the work done under 
these drainlayers’ permits. 

2,492 complaints have been investigated, and in- 
spectors are instructed to report in writing in each case. 

1,152 catch-basin complaints were received. 
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Reported in writing on 2,919 municipal liens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with chapter 60, section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
2,500 requests for information on municipal liens. 

Notices have been mailed to abutters in conformity 
with the Ordinances, chapter 27, section 8, apprising 
them of the construction of new sewers Or repairs to 
old sewers. 

During the year 1945, 2,362 catch-basins were nleaea 
by day labor and 2, 158 catch-basins were cleaned 
by contract.

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APPENDIX E. 


REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE WATER DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1946. 
To the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Dear S1r,—I respectfully submit the following report 
of the activities of the Water Division, operations and 
expenditures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1945. 

In order to cooperate with the United States Govern- 
ment in the conservation of critical material, the work 
of laying and relaying water mains has been severely 
curtailed so that but very little work of this nature was 
performed during the year. 

823 linear feet of water mains were extended, this 
work being performed to provide facilities to new hous- 
ing areas developed in connection with the war work. 
717 linear feet of pipe were relaid due to defective water 
mains. 

DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 


‘Due to the decrease in personnel, and the difficulty of | 
replacing employees during the war, the department has 
engaged the services of contractors to assist the depart- 
mental forces in the City Proper, Dorchester and West 
Roxbury districts. 

The regular work of this branch, consisting of in- 
stallation of new services and fire pipes, repairing of 
leaks, caring for complaints, shutting off and letting 
on water, freeing of stoppages in pipes, etc., was per- 
formed in such a manner and at such periods as to cause 
minimum ‘delay and inconvenience to applicants for 
water, water takers and the general public. 

The machine shop and plumbing shop were forced to 
handle all the drilling and connecting of services in 
addition to the regular work carried on in these shops, 
such as the machining and assembling of gates, valves 
and hydrants, and the department assisted the other 
branches of the Public Works Department in performing 
special jobs. 
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In order to check the leakage of water, a Pitometer 
Survey of Brighton High Service, Back Bay and Dor- 
chester, known as. Pitometer Sections 2, 8 and 9, was 
completed in 1945, and the contractor was paid for 
the actual leakage found the sum of $15,000. 


BUSINESS OFFICE. 


The campaign inaugurated in 1938 to enforce the 
payment of outstanding water bills is still in force. Cus- 
tomers in arrears are notified that the flow of water will 
be reduced, but yet enough water is left on the premises 
to provide a minimum for health and sanitary require- 
ments. As a result of this campaign the Water Divi- 
sion ended the year 1945 with a surplus of $1,473,054.57, 
this surplus being due mainly to the collection of bills 
past due, and the increased consumption. of water in 
government properties and war plants.

Under statutory provisions $1,214,124.67 was avail- 
able for alterations and repairs for the financial year 
1945. That amount could have been legally appro- 
priated and could have been expended in its entirety 
by this department. 

In reality only $1,085,840 was appropriated by the 
School Committee, and of that amount only $1,062,438.80 
was actually spent. In other words, for the year 1945 
the amount appropriated for alterations and repairs 
was $128,284.67 less than the total amount available 
under statute for that year, and further, the amount 
actually expended from the annual appropriation for 
the entire year was $151,685.87 less than the total 
amount available under statute, due to an unexpended 
balance of $23,401.20. 

It is interesting to note here that for the eight years, 
1930 to 1937, inclusive, the average appropriation for 
alterations and repairs was $1,257,601.89, while the 
average appropriation for the last eight years, namely, 
1938 to 1945, inclusive, was $809,277.48.

During the past year a great deal-of alteration work 
was done for fire protection in various school buildings. 
This work was made necessary in order tocomply with . 
the requirements of chapter 143 of the General Laws 
(Public Safety). These laws became applicable to the 
City of Boston as a result of the Cocoanut Grove fire.

Assembly hall seating was adjusted and corrected in 
approximately ninety school buildings. Seats were 
permanently fastened in place and regulation aisles 
maintained. Exit signs were installed where necessary. 
Stage curtains were flameproofed in schools throughout 
the city. Fire extinguishers, which were always 
inspected and refilled annually, were relocated, or 
additional ones installed to conform to all safety laws. 

It will be recalled that one of the recommendations 
made by the recent Survey Committee was the closing 
of thirty-five older buildings located in various parts of 
the city. The buildings were not considered unsafe by 
this committee. It was felt that, because of their age 
and because of reduced enrollment, consolidations in 
districts might relieve these buildings from further use. 
By the time the survey report was released twelve of 
these buildings were closed by orders from the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Twenty-three of these buildings 
are still in use. Rigid inspections of them have been 
made by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Safety. As a result of these inspections it is pleasing 
to note that no condemnation of them was made, nor 
were they considered by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Safety as unsafe or as firetraps. In each of the 
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twenty-three buildings a few minor changes were 
recommended as shown on the following list:

Every effort will be made by this department to immediately 
carry out the above suggestions.

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In our efforts to conform to the requirements of chap- 
ter 143 of the General Laws, recently made applicable 
to the City of Boston, having to do with public safety, 
we received from the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Safety the greatest cooperation. During the 
past year approximately eight-five (85) school buildings 
were inspected by the state force. At this time, I 
desire to express to the Commissioner of Public Safety, 
Mr. John F. Stokes, to the Chief of Inspections, Mr. 
George C. Parsons and to Messrs. Beaudry, Beyer and 
Boyle my sincere thanks for their fine assistance and 
cooperation. , 

In further reference to what is being done in the 
Boston School System for the protection of school 
children, I would like to repeat here what was stated in 
the report which I made to the Board of Commissioners 
of School Buildings, under date of November 5, 1944. 
This was in answer to certain criticisms of our school 
buildings by members of the Survey Committee: 


‘We pride ourselves on the manner in which our fire alarm 
systems are kept up. Every building contains a fire box 
connected directly with the Boston Fire Alarm Headquarters. 
Every station throughout every school building is connected 
to the existing fire boxes, making it possible to sound a signal 
from any floor in any building and notify the Fire Department 
in case of actual fire. The fire boxes, of course, may also be 
used for fire drills within the building. The Chief of the Fire 
Department of the City of Boston has declared on many 
occasions that the Boston schools have the finest inspection 
and fire drill systems in the nation.- He has also stated that 
any school building in his opinion can be vacated in less than 
three minutes. He believes that our fire alarm and fire drill 
systems are the best. 

“In addition to the fire inspections by the members of the 
Fire Department, our own force of inspectors are constantly 
visiting schools and making inspections of fire hazards and 
other conditions, which might endanger the health or lives of 
the children occupying our ‘buildings. 

“The Boston Building Department inspectors are also 
visiting our school buildings, and they make known to us the 
results of their findings. 

. “The inspectors of the Department of Public Safety also 
inspect our buildings. 

“The Electrical Inspection Division of the Boston Fire 
Department has a corps of electricians who also make inspec- 
tions of electrical equipment and who report to us any defects. 

“In accordance with the requirements of Massachusetts — 
State Laws all boilers in our schools are inspected twice each 
year by the employees of an authorized insurance company.”

Dear Srr:— The Board of Street Commissioners 
presents the following report of the Street Laying-Out 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1945. 

Streets having a total length of 1.45 miles were made 
public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for the 
levying of assessments on account of benefits derived 
from the laying out and construction of highways, 
there has been assessed on real estate, especially bene- 
fited, the sum of $18,026.91. For benefits derived 
from sewerage works construction, assessments to the 
amount of $4,129.20 have been made. 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 60, 
Section 23, of the General Laws, the Assessment Divi- 
sion of this department is required to submit reports 
on street and sewer betterments. The number of 
municipal liens upon which reports were made during 
the year was 2,080. 

Damages in the amount of $9,027.38 were awarded 
for street Improvements.

ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The regular work ordered by the Board of Street 
Commissioners was completed. This work covered 
surveys, levels, plans (complete with grades), estimates 
of costs and calculations of assessments to be levied. 
upon abutting estates of streets which were to be laid 
out and constructed and surveys and plans of all lands 
taken or to be sold by city departments. 

Other work of the Engineering Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1945, has consisted of making 
such surveys and plans as have been required by the 
several city departments; giving lines and grades for 
abutters intending to build or remodel; giving infor- 
mation to the general public, to private engineers 
whose surveying is based on data available only in this 
office, to publishers of directories, maps and _ atlases; 
and approving plans of proposed lay-outs of conduits, 
or pipes, submitted by the public utilities companies.

The work done for the other city departments listed 
above is considered a part of our duties. By ordinance

we are directed to furnish engineering services to any 
_other city department which may request them. 

Fifty surveys, plans and profiles of streets to be laid 
out, widened or altered were made. These plans show 
fences, hedges and encroachments, if any, the official 
side lines of the street, their lengths and directions, 
the widths of sidewalks, the locations of new catch- 
basins for surface drainage, the location of every house, 
the nature of its material, its steps and walks. The 
plans also show the profiles along the center and side 
lines of the street as they exist and the changes in these 
profiles by the official grade; the houses, steps and walks 
are also shown in profiles so that their relation to the 
established grade can be determined. The owners’ 
names are also shown. After these surveys and plans 
are completed, we stake out the corners, lines and 
curves so that the Public Works Department may 
proceed with the construction work. These points, 
with their ties, are shown on a sketch which is sent to 
the Public Works Department. The streets are con- 
structed according to the lines and grades established 
by this office. We also stake out and mark the grades 
of the catch-basins before street construction starts. 


For each laying-out plan that is made, there is a 
betterment assessment plan made also. These assess- 
ment plans show the lots and their dimensions with the 
area and owner’s name. 

Seven plans of takings for sewer easements were 
made, showing the areas taken and the names of the 
owners. After the surveys and plans were completed, 
the easements were staked out for the Sewer Division. 

When a len order is passed by the City Council 
covering the construction of new sidewalks on old 
public streets, surveys and plans are made of existing 
conditions before new work starts. Eight orders of 
this nature have been referred to us this year. This 
work is necessary because in some instances the owner 
has, at his expense, built a type of sidewalk with edge- 
stone which may not be subject to assessment. After 
the sidewalk construction is completed, final measure- 
ments are taken. The final plan shows the type of 
sidewalk and the areas to be assessed to abutting 
owners. | 

Transfers of property are constantly taking place. 
To keep the names of owners of record up to date, it 
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is necessary that deeds to property, within the scope 
of projected improvements, be copied in advance of 
any work being done in the field. To complete the 
plans and to levy betterment assessments against the 
proper person or persons, this examination of titles is 
necessary. In the matter of widening a street, a 
description of the property as well as the owners’ 
names must be procured. 


By law we are required to file blueprints of our 
official plans with Suffolk County Registry of Deeds. 
We also file plans with the Land Court if a parcel of 
land, within the area of the improvement, is included. 
The names of the owners of these registered parcels. 
must be accurate up to within ten days of the filing. 

During the year we have examined twenty-three 
hundred titles and copied from records in the Registry 
of Deeds thirty-eight plans of the areas involved. 

Plans of lands taken by the Foreclosed Real Estate 
Department must be made. When the Real Estate 
Department wishes to sell a portion of the lands taken, 
surveys and plans are made so that the proper metes 
and bounds may be described by the Law Department 
when they make out the deeds. Seven surveys and 
plans of this nature were made this year. 

Thirty-one plans of school properties were made for 
the School Committee and the School Buildings Depart- 
ment. Whenever the School Buildings Department is 
in doubt as to the exact location of the lines of a schcol 
property, we make an official survey. We received one 
request for such survey during the year. 

Where the City of Boston is an interested party, 
petitions, by private owners, for the registration of 
land in the Land Court are examined by this depart- 
ment for the purpose of protecting the city’s interest. 
Citations referring to these petitions are sent to us by 
the Law Department, and our men go to the Land Court 
to examine the plans. After the examination, the Law 
Department is notified of our approval or disapproval. 
If we disapprove, objections to the petitions are entered, 
and the petitions are held until the required changes 
are made. Seventy-two examinations were made during 
the year. 

On twenty-two occasions we have been summoned 
to court by the Law Department and by private 
attorneys to give testimony as to the exact location of 
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the side lines of public streets. In some of these cases 
it has been shown that accidents which may have 
happened on what was apparently a public sidewalk 
occured on private property. | 

All proposed physical changes within the public 

streets must have our approval. Petitions, for specific 
repairs by the Public Works Department, for the 
location of new conduits or pipes to be laid by private 
owners, The Boston Consolidated Gas Company, the 
Boston Edison Company, the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company or the Fire Department, are 
referred to this office. Plans covering approximately 
eighteen thousand linear feet were submitted to us by 
these public utilities companies. 
Many times a property owner or owners feel that 
additional catch-basins are needed in the vicinity of 
their homes. Such petitions are referred to us, and 
the action of the Sewer Division depends on our recom- 
mendation. Eighteen requests were received from the 
Sewer Division, and forty-seven new basins were 
approved. 

When an owner proposes to construct or remodel a 
building which will occupy all the land out to the 
street line, he requests this office to mark the street 
line and also the established grade. We have had 
thirty-four requests of this nature during the year. 

If the Park Department, School Department, Fire 
Department or any other city department requires 
land for their needs, the Board of Street Commissioners, 
by law, is the only authorized board which may take 
such lands. When any city department desires and 
designates certain parcels of land, the request is sub- 
mitted and we make the necessary surveys and plans. 
During the year we have made surveys and plans of 
twenty parcels of land designated by the Park Depart- 
ment. One other parcel was surveyed so that the Park 
Department could erect a fence. 

When injury has been caused to the real estate of 
any person by the construction, maintenance, opera- 
tion, etc., of a public improvement and he is entitled 
to compensation for such injury, the damages are esti- 
mated by this department. During the year seventy- 
three claims of this nature were examined and the 
amount of damages estimated. 
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In two instances during the year the Building Com- 
missioner, in the process of condemning a_ building, 
required definite information concerning the settlement 
of floors. We tested these buildings to determine the 
settlement and how much the walls were out of plumb. 

The Zoning Division of the Building Department 
continues to make daily requests for the services of one 
of our men. 

In the development of private lands, street openings 
are necessary. By an Act of the Legislature, plans of 
all proposed streets to be dedicated to public use, in 
any area which is to be developed and subdivided into 
lots, must be submitted to us for approval. We. are 
directly interested in the widths, directions, grades and 
the exact location of the street in relation to some 
established point on record in our office. If, after 
approval, an owner desires to erect a building on such 
street, he is entitled to request this office to mark the 
approved grade at the desired location. Approval. of 
these plans is now withheld until these streets are built 
substantially to the width and grade shown on the sub- 
mitted plan. During the year work of this nature has 
been very light, and we have had only two development 
plans submitted; however, we expect a marked increase 
in the number of plans to be submitted. We provide 
a printed set of regulations to which these plans must 
conform. | 

About thirty-five years ago, before we had the 
benefit of this controlling legislative act, a large area 
of land, about forty acres, in the West Roxbury district 
was opened for speculative purposes. This develop- 
ment was made with a total disregard for the lines 
and grades which previously had been planned by 
the Board of Street Commissioners for this territory. 
The streets are crowded together, with a width of but 
fifteen feet. The lots are vey narrow, having an 
average frontage of only twenty feet. It is not only 
a fire hazard but it is also a menace from the stand- 
point of public health. Very few houses of substantial 
construction have been erected; others are of the 
summer-camp type. The district where this was done 
is finely situated and would readily lend itself to a 
splendid development. 

With Legislative permission, immediate action should 
be taken by the city in an effort to reclaim this area.

During the year approximately eight thousand per- 
sons have visited this division seeking information con- 
cerning streets and their history. The number of 
inquiries by telephone has not been recorded but it 
equals if it does not exceed the personal calls. Among 
these persons are property owners, private surveyors, 
lawyers, conveyancers, bank officials, real estate men, 
contractors, antiquarians and delivery companies. 


Some of these calls bring forth the most surprising 
inquiries. Recently, a bank official came to us seeking 
information concerning a man who once lived on Sea 
street. The name of the street dated the man’s resi- 
dence, because in 1856 the name of Sea street was 
included in Federal street. With this as a basis we 
were able to trace the man through the years to the 
date of his death. Our visitor went to the City Bureau 
of Births, Deaths and Marriages, where he secured a 
copy of the death certificate. For six months the 
bank had been trying to establish the whereabouts of 
the missing man; we provided the information in a few 
hours through our library of Boston City Directories, 
which runs from 1837 to the present year. 


In addition to the blueprint work done out our 
department, the Registry of Deeds, and the Law 
Department, blueprints of plans of the work done for 
various departments are given to these departments. 
During the year twenty-two hundred blueprints were 
made. 


During the past vear our blueprint room has been 
altered and enlarged. A new rectigraph machine and a 
black and white print machine have been installed. 


Sixty-two thousand one hundred eighty-one photo 
copies of original documents have been made. 


Land surveyors in the County of Suffolk are required 
by law, Acts of 1870, to adjust their compasses and 
other surveying instruments by the meridian line 
established in this county and to record the variations 
therefrom in a book kept for that purpose in our office. 
The meridian posts for the County of Suffolk are located 
on the southerly portion of the ‘‘Parade Ground” on 
Boston Common. Although this law was modified in 
1875, we continue to test and record the variations of 
our instruments. The variations are tabulated on one 
of the following pages. The table shows the variations 
of each year starting in 1871. 
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Graphic diagrams were made for the Auditor’s and 
the Budget Departments. These diagrams appear in 
the printed reports of these departments. 


Ward maps and atlases were brought up-to-date for 
the Election Department. 

Eight of our men were assigned to snow removal 
work in various districts. 

Our work for the Penal and Institutions Depart- 
ments was of a general engineering nature, consisting 
of surveys, plans and consultations. 

In addition to court cases we have had ninety con- 
sultations with the Law Department, These discus-. 
sions covered matters pertaining to street widenings, 
land takings, damages and city-owned property. 

Formerly it was the practice of the city to set stone 
bounds in the ground to define the lines of public 
streets. The practice has fallen into disuse because 
men engaged in new sidewalk work or in laying under- 
ground pipes removed the bounds and did not notify 
us. We suggest that, in the future, all contracts for 
the construction of new streets done by the city shall 
contain an item covering the cost of setting stone 
bounds in concrete and extending at least four feet 
into the ground. The bounds to be set under our 
supervision; and there should be a penalty imposed 
upon anyone who might disturb them. 

It will be some years before constructive action can 
be taken on the ambitious plans proposed for relief of 
city traffic. In the meantime it would seem that some 
of the congested spots should be considered. 

We are of the opinion that it would be advantageous 
if a change was made in the street lay-out at the inter- 
section of Cambridge street (Longfellow Bridge) and 
Charles street. Of course it is apparent, in the hght 
of present-day traffic, that the Elevated Railway tracks 
should never have been allowed on Longfellow Bridge, 
but should have continued in a subway under the 
Charles River. It would seem that the traffic relief 
which could be achieved would justify the removal of 
these tracks and a subway built. With the tracks 
removed, the circle could be abolished, the Elevated 
station building removed and the in-and-out Cambridge 
traffic could be controlled by an overpass to be built 
over Charles street. Some preliminary work has been 
done along these lines. 
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We are of the opinion that it would be advantageous 
if the Nashua street-Charles street traffic could be 
accommodated by means of an underpass at Leverett. 
street and the Craigie Bridge. 

We are of the opinion that it would be advantageous, 
and therefore desirable, to construct an overpass at the 
intersection of Blue Hill avenue and Morton street. 
We have made preliminary plans covering this project 
and recommend that some action be taken. 

Some years ago, when Cambridge street was widened, 
Somerset street should have been extended from Howard 
street to Cambridge street. The distance is short, 
approximately eighty-five feet, but it will relieve 
traffic, if constructed. 

We are in accord with the proposed project to build 
Back street from Embankment road to Soldiers Field. 
road. This proposed highway passing under Massa- 
chusetts avenue should be a part of Federal Route 
number one, and could be connected with Route num- 
ber two by the construction of a bridge over the Charles 
River at ‘‘Gerry’s Landing.” 

The proposed development of Dartmouth street in 
connection with the Back street project would join in 
making complete a natural traffic artery. 

For many years there has existed in Boston a standard 
used by civil engineers, surveyors and others for the 
purpose of testing their tapes. The city’s first standard 
of which we have knowledge was laid down upon the 
floor of the City Engineer’s office and was marked by 
tacks driven in the fioor. This standard was fifty feet 
long and was in use from 1851 to 1860. Later a 
standard, consisting of brass plugs placed at 0, at 50 
feet and at 100 feet, in the granite stones forming the 
sidewalk on the northerly side of City Hall in Court 
square was established. The accuracy of this standard 
has been questioned from time to time. 

Later, appreciating the value of possessing a correct 
standard and considering the accurate character of 
our work, the Board of Street Commissioners, in 1898, 
deemed it imperative that a new standard be established. 
Accordingly, two steel bars, one being one hundred 
two feet long, the other fifty-one feet long, were ordered. 
These bars were finally placed in a wooden housing 
along the cemetery on the northwest side of City Hall. 
They were calibrated by engineers from the Federal 
Bureau of Standards. These bars are supported on 
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idle rollers which allow the bars to contract or expand 
as the temperature changes. ‘The present condition of 
this standard is deplorable and useless. The wall upon 
which the standard rests is out of plumb, and the brick 
piers supporting the housing have tilted because of the 
movement of the wall along the cemetery. The covers 
of the housing are rotted and allow rain and snow to 
fall on the bars and rollers. The bars are thick with 
rust. 

There is a standard bar fifty feet long placed in the 
upper hall of the State House extension, but the test- 
ing of tapes one hundred feet long is unsatisfactory 
because it must be done piecemeal, and, further, the 
standard is available only when the State House is 
open. 

It would seem advisable that a new standard be 
provided and placed in a permanent housing upon a 
solid foundation. It can be placed in the area between 
the City Hall and the cemetery.

Dear Mr. Mayor,— In accordance with the Revised 
Ordinances, the Boston Traffic Commission herewith 
submits its annual report for the year 1945. 

The earlier predictions of our military leaders were 
established with the ending of the war in the year 1945. 

The greater motor vehicle mileage which was also 
predicted has been experienced in this postwar period. 
The intown truck movement has been much greater, 
and peak loads of traffic are continuing higher than 
before. 

What we have maintained so often before has now 
become a stark reality: that our existing street systems 
are wholly inadequate — that stagnation is a resultant. 

We reiterate that adoption of plans relative to the 
earliest construction of new facilities is imperative. 

Particularly do we sponsor the creation of a north- 
south express highway, traversing the easterly side of 
the city from the vicinity of the Charles River Dam 
to a point in Albany street south of Dover street, as a 
first solution to the problems we face immediately. 

The Boston Traffic Commission is represented on 
and has consulted with the legislative Post War High- 
way Commission, which has been engaged during the 
war in the preparation of traffic data to indicate the 
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number, capacities, and approximate locations of new 
highways which must be constructed to achieve a 
comprehensive solution of Boston’s traffic problem for . 
at least a quarter of a century. 


EXPENDITURES.

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ACCIDENTS. 


The Boston Traffic Commission during the past 
year received from the Registry of Motor Vehicles and 
_the Boston Police Department over 4,000 reports of 
personal injury automobile accidents. 

Fatalities during the past year dropped to an un- 
precedented low of 65, as against a total of 78 in the 
previous year. On the basis of this remarkable reduc- 
tion the Boston Traffic Commission confidently expects 
to win highest awards in the National Traffic Safety 
Contest. Over 400 municipalities throughout the 
country will be entered in this contest. 

An analysis of our 65 deaths in 1945 reveals that 
81.5 per cent were pedestrians and that 17 deaths were 
men over 65 years of age. Only 12 females were killed 
.in the entire year, while 53 males lost their lives in 
automobile accidents. We wish to commend truck 
drivers for their safety efforts. Trucks were responsible 
for only 8 pedestrian fatalities. 

During the year 1945, November was the most 
dangerous month. Twelve killings occurred in this 
month. Saturday led all other days of the week with 
13 fatalities. 

Pedestrians must adjust themselves to ever-increasing 
volumes of traffic and higher speeds. Statistics show 
that in 1945, 42 pedestrians were killed in darkness 
as compared to 12 killed during daylight hours. 


TRAFFIC SIGNALS. 


This commission is now maintaining automatic traffic 
signals at 165 intersections, comprising 623 posts, 959 
‘signal faces, and 2,926 individual lamps. 

During the year the signals at the following two 
locations, which were temporarily discontinued during 
the war, were restored to service: 


Commonwealth avenue and Massachusetts avenue. 
Massachusetts avenue and St. Botolph street. 


However, the signals at four other minor locations, 
temporarily discontinued during the war, were also 
kept out of service during 1945, pending further necessity 
for resumption of operation. 

One new signal installation was made during 1945 
at the intersection of Centre street and Colbert street, 
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West Roxbury. This traffic signal is an automatic 
flasher with pedestrian push-button control combined 
with a police officer’s manual control. | 

Still further progress in the program for substitution 
of plain yellow for green-yellow change periods was 
accomplished by the installation of non-overlap timers 
at five more intersections in the Unit 1 signal system, 
at the following locations: 


Bowdoin square. 

Brattle street and Scollay square. 

Cambridge, Staniford, and Temple streets. 

Court street, Scollay square, and Tremont street. 
Hanover street, Scollay square, and Sudbury street. 


Consequently, 39 timers in the Unit 1 system have 
now been converted to non-overlap operation, in 
addition to all of the isolated signals. The necessary 
changes in the timing mechanisms, requiring a high 
degree of technical skill, have been very capably per- 
formed by our own signal maintenance force with a 
considerable saving to the city. 

Late in 1945, the total cycle of the entire Unit 2 
(Back Bay) signal system, comprising 57 intersections, 
was restored to the prewar timing of 100 seconds from 
the wartime cycle of 80 seconds. 

With the surge of vehicular traffic following the end 
of the war, it was necessary to extend the hours of 
automatic operation and correspondingly shorten the 
hours of night-flashing operation at 14 isolated signals.

PARKING. 


The elimination of parking is one of the simplest 
means of relieving traffic congestion. It provides 
additional roadway space for moving vehicles, eliminates 
the occasion for double-line parking, and _ provides 
better visibility for both motorists and pedestrians. Its 
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application may be limited to short areas, especially at 
intersection approaches where the problem is one of 
intersectional congestion, or it may be extended to 
cover large areas or long street lengths where conges- 
tion is generally distributed. 

Parking prohibitions should be invoked with dis- 
cretion, however, allowing due consideration for the 
conduct of business. Consequently, the time during 
which such regulations are to be effective should be 
limited only to those hours when the need exists, with 
proper regard for uniformity. In the City of Boston 
these prohibitions generally fall into one of four time 
categories: 24 hours daily, 7 a. m. to 6 p. m., 8 a. m.- 
to 10 a. m., and 4 p. m. to 6 p. m. 


LOADING ZONES. 


A loading zone, as defined in the traffic regulations, 
is that portion of a roadway adjacent to a curb reserved 
for the exclusive use of vehicles during the loading or 
unloading of passengers or materials, indicated by 
yellow paint applied to the adjacent curb,. marking 
the limits of the reserved area, as authorized by the 
Boston Traffic Commission. | 

Chapter 319, Acts of 1935, gave the Traffic Commis- 
sion authority to charge a fee of fifty cents per foot 
per year for the establishment and maintenance of 
loading zones. 

That the maintenance of these reserved spaces is of 
great assistance to business firms in that it insures 
access to their premises for the delivery and shipment of 
. merchandise is evidenced by the fact that practically 
every holder of a permit for one of the loading zones 
has renewed it during 1945. 

Anyone interested in obtaining a loading zone can 
call or write this commission, and an investigator will 
eall on him and advise what steps should be taken to 
obtain authorization for a loading zone. 

Eight hundred and seventy-eight zones were estab- 
lished in 1945, and $11,236.93 was received in fees and 
deposited at the City Collector’s office. 


New ONE-WAY STREETS. 
Experts are agreed that Boston has some excellent 
one-way arrangements right now. The Boston Traffic 
Commission, however, is constantly seeking to speed 
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up traffic and clear the streets of congestion by in- 
stalling additional one-way traffic rules. Feeling that 
this type of inexpensive installation will be helpful to 
the solution of local problems, the following thorough-, 
fares were made one-way streets in 1945: 


McKone street, Dorchester: 

From Neponset avenue to a point fifty (50) feet southwest 

of Old Colony Parkway. 

Hubbard street, West Roxbury: . 

From Lamartine street to Chestnut avenue. 
Tileston street, Boston Proper: 

From Salem street to Hanover street. 
Wiggin street, Boston Proper: 

From North Bennet street to Tileston street. 
Jefferson street, Boston Proper: 

From Fayette street to Tremont street. 


DAMAGES TO CiTy PROPERTY. 

During the year, as the result of being struck by 
motor vehicles, equipment maintained by this com- 
mission suffered damages in the amount of $1,134.57. 

Through bills submitted to persons identified as 
causing the damages, the city has been reimbursed in 
the amount of $730.82 for damages sustained during 
1945. 


PAINTED ROADWAY MARKINGS. 

During the year 277,043 linear feet, or 52.5 miles, 
of painted roadway markings were installed. This 
includes stop lines, center lines, and lane lines, the 
principal function of which is in alignment of motor 
vehicles and the expedition of their movement. Also 
included are many miles of crosswalks, the primary 
purpose of which is the safety of pedestrians, prin- 
cipally children in the vicinity of schools. 


POLICE OFFICER’S SPOTLIGHTS. 


Ninety spotlights are being maintained at street 
intersections for illuminating traffic officers during the 
evening hours. In addition, there is one spotlight pole 
still standing from -which electric service has been 
discontinued. 

During the year 1945 our maintenance force replaced 
Ree doen spothght lamps and refocused 10 spot- 
ights. 
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SIGNS. 

Sixty-three permanent traffic signs of various types, 
principally warning signs, were erected during the year 
1945. 

In addition, 100 permanent: signs were erected to 
enunciate new rules adopted during the year. 

We are maintaining approximately 10,000 permanent 
signs in public streets. 

Two thousand five hundred portable-type signs are 
maintained at our shop and have been placed out during 
the year in connection with street closings, detours, 
parades, sport events, and to designate coasting streets. 
and homes where serious illness exists. 


AUTOMOBILE REGISTRATION. 

During 1945 the Massachusetts registration of passen- 
ger vehicles and buses and motorcycles was 752,148, 
and the registration of trucks was 111,417, a total of 
863,560. This is a decrease of 18,810, or 1 per cent, as 
compared with the 1944 registration.

Sir,— In compliance with the requirements of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment for the year 1945. 

The department was established by ordinance in 
1890. The present force consists of a Sealer, a chief 
clerk, eighteen deputy sealers and a coal inspector. 
At the present time, two members of the department 
are serving with the armed forces of the United States. 

The work performed is both mechanical and super- 
visional and requires the transportation or working 
standards of weights and measures. A fleet of nine 
trucks is in daily use. Daily reports of all work per- 
formed with all fees collected are submitted by the 
employees. 

The headquarters of the department, consisting of an 
office and work room, in which are kept the primary 
standards issued by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, are located in Rooms 105, 106 and 107 of the 
City Hall Annex, Boston.

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GENERAL DUTIES. 


The general duties of the Sealer and the deputies are 
set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, chap- 
ters 94,98 and 101. Briefly, they state the requirements 
regarding the sealing, adjusting or condemning of all 
weighing or measuring devices that are in use for the 
buying or selling of goods, wares or merchandise, for 
public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are also 
authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the giving 
of false weight or measure; the laws relative to the 
licensing of hawkers, pedlers and transient vendors; 
examination of coal as to quality and the weighing of 
coal when offered for sale; the inspection of containers, 
the size, shape and dimensions of which are established 
by law; the investigation of complaints and the prose- 
cution of violations found when the evidence warrants 
such action.

REWEIGHING OF Foop, FuEL AND OTHER COMMODITIES. 


The work of testing and sealing all weighing or 
measuring devices comes first, because without accurate 
equipment for weighing or measuring merchandise no 
one could be expected to deliver accurate weight or 
measure. 

The use of correct weighing and measuring equip- 
ment tested and sealed by this department is not in 
itself, however, any guaranty that correct quantities 
will be delivered. 

The vast majority of the merchants in this city are 
honest and fair in their dealings with the public. They 
welcome inspections by this department, they know 
that after having their weighing or measuring equip- 
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ment tested and sealed by this department that they 
are protected against loss arising from incorrect devices. 

This department during the year devoted con- 
siderable time to the reweighing of goods put up in 
advance of sale. This work also consisted of reweigh- 
ing of orders awaiting delivery, and the ordering of 
merchandise to determine whether charges were made 
for trays, paper, etc., used in the packages and also to 
determine that correct weight was received. A list of 
the weighings made follows:

ENFORCEMENT OF THE HAWKER AND PEDLER LAW. 


The department is charged with the enforcement of 
all laws relative to the licensing of the above-named 
dealers and during the year devoted much time to this 
work with the result that the following sum will be 
paid into the treasury of the City of Boston. These 
dealers are required to be licensed annually and in 
order to secure the various type of licenses must first 
obtain the approval of this department specifying that 
all weighing or measuring devices used by them have 
been tested and sealed. Licenses and permits are 
issued by the Health Commissioner of the City of 
Boston and the Director of Standards at Room 194, 
State House, Boston.

After weighing and measuring devices have been 
tested and sealed, frequent inspections are necessary to 
make certain that they are kept in the same condition 
as left at the time the sealing took place. The inspec- 
tion of containers, the examination of coal and oil as to 
quality and the inspection of hawkers, pedlers and 
transient vendors as to licenses, etc., and the inspection 
of food packages for markings comprise this part of our 


work.

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COMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 1945 the department received 
ninety-nine complaints from citizens, each one being 
investigated, and when possible a report of our findings 
sent to the person making the complaint. 

At all times we earnestly request the public to call 
to our attention any violations of weights and measures 
laws. Frequently cases called to our attention in one 
section of our city result in investigations in other parts 
of the city, and when the conditions complained of are 
corrected all of the consumers of the city benefit. 

Six violations were presented to the courts and fines 
amounting to $160 were imposed. 

Since the severe meat shortage of last spring certain 
dealers in our city have developed a practice in the sale 
of merchandise in which there is no statement of weight 
made at the time of sale. When cases have been pre- 
sented to the courts, as the result of overcharges made, 
certain courts have ruled that it is necessary to have a 
statement of weight to sustain a complaint of short 
weight. 

To correct this condition that has operated to the 
advantage of a small number of dealers in our city, new 
legislation has been introduced to the present session 
of the Legislature, and will, if adopted, enable: this 
department to further protect the consuming public 
in our city. 


CONCLUSION. 

The success of the work of the department for the 
past year is due to the effort on the part of the employees 
who throughout the year have been faithful in the 
performance of the work assigned them. 

To the employees, the Director of Standards, and to 
all citizens who have cooperated with the department 
during the past year, the Sealer extends his sincere 
thanks.

OF THE 


BOARD OF ZONING ADJUSTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1945. 


Boston, February 1, 1946. 


To the Mayor of the City of Boston, 
and 
To the General Court of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 20, 
chapter 488, of the Acts of the year 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the 
City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of its 
twenty-second annual report, a statement of its acts 
and doings and receipts and expenditures for the year 
ending December 31, 1945. 

The following changes have taken place in the 
membership of the Board: 


Frank W. Baldwin, upon nomination of. the 
Master Builders’ Association, was appointed for 
the term ending April 30, 1946. Mr. Baldwin 
appeared before the City Clerk under date of May 7, 
1945, and was sworn as such officer. Mr. Baldwin 
takes the place of James R. Gibson, deceased. 

Raymond P. Delano, upon nomination of the 
United Improvement Association, was appointed for 
the term ending April 30, 1948. Mr. Delano ap- 
peared before the City Clerk under date of January 
8, 1945, and was sworn as such officer. Mr. Delano 
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takes the place of Clifford Nelson Cann who served 
as a member of the Board for many years. 

The following reappointments have taken place: 

John A. Breen, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Massachusetts Real Estate HEx- 
change, whose appointment expired April 30, 1945, 
was reappointed for the five-year term ending April 
30, 1950. Mr. Breen appeared before the City 
Clerk on September 13, 1945, and was duly sworn 
as such officer. 

Dana Somes, a member of the Board upon nomi- 
nation of the Boston Society of Architects, whose 
appointment expired April 30, 1945, was reappointed 
for the five-year term ending April 30, 1950. Mr. 
Somes appeared before the City Clerk on May 5, 
1945, and was duly sworn as such officer. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 9, 
chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, the 
Board organized at an executive meeting on May 24, 
1945, by the election of the following:

Enror N. Jonss, Vice-Chairman 
Mary T. Downey, Secretary 
THomas IE. McCormick, Hngineer. 


RESIGNATION OF Miss HERLIHY. 


In May the Board regretfully accepted the resigna- 
tion of its Secretary, Miss Elisabeth M. Herlihy. To 
the work of this Board, Miss Herlihy has contributed 
in an unusual degree having had an important part, 
in her capacity as Secretary of the City Planning 
Board, in the introduction of zoning in Boston and 
its enactment into law. She served as Clerk of the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment from its inception in 
June, 1924, to May, 1936, when she was appointed 
Secretary. 

Upon Miss Herlihy’s appointment as Chairman of 
the State Planning Board in September, 1936, the 
Board prevailed upon her to continue to fill the posi- 
tion of Secretary in order to retain the benefit of her 
ability, tact, and wisdom. She graciously complied, 
serving until this time, when the pressure of her other 
duties has resulted in her request to resign. 
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An unanimous vote was officially adopted in the 
meeting of May 24, 1945, as follows: 


“Voted, That the Chairman be requested to write 
a letter to Miss. Herlihy expressing the appreciation 
of the Board for her interest and work in connection 
with the Board of Zoning Adjustment, and sincere 
regret for her resignation, and that a copy of this 
letter be spread upon the records and signed by each 
member of the Board.” 


PROCEDURE. 


The method of procedure in connection with peti- 
tions for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning 
districts remains unchanged. However, due to curtail- 
ment of private building operations during the war no 
public hearings were held during the year. Executive 
sessions were held as found necessary. The staff of 
the City Planning Board rendered such assistance as 
was essential in the way of preparing material for a 
rezoning study. 

For the fifth consecutive year, the Board’s request 
for an appropriation to be used in the prosecution of 
a rezoning study failed to receive favorable action. 
However, the Board’s request for an appropriation of 
$1,500, from Contingent Fund, to be expended for 
operating expenses of the Board, was approved by the 
Mayor and passed by the City Council under date of 
July 9, 1945. 

No amendments have been added to the Zoning 
Law during the past year. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


During the year the Board expended for routine 
services the sum of $800. Since its establishment in 
1924 the Board has received appropriations from the 
Reserve and Contingent Funds to the amount of 
$31,000. Of this there was a balance on hand De- 
cember 31, 1945, of $1,496.41. This means a total 
expenditure over a period of twenty-one years of 
$29,503.59. 

For the first three years no filing fee was authorized 
in connection with the filing of petitions. In 1927 a 
$10 filing fee was imposed by legislative act and in 
1931 this was raised to $25 for each petition. As a 
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result there has been deposited with the City Collector 
from 1927 to date the sum of $2,025, or a net expenditure 
on behalf of the Board of Zoning Adjustment since 
August 11, 1924, of $27,478.59.

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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1946-1947. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time, and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the 
city council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
p.m. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 2. <A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of twelve members. If, at the time any meeting is 
called to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on the 
adoption of a motion or order, or on a point of order 
raised by a member, a roll call shows less than a quorum 
present, the president shall declare the meeting ad- 
journed. If on a roll call, other than on the question 
of lack of a quorum, less than a quorum responds, the 
chair may declare a recess of not more than ten minutes. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 3. The president of the council shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
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quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until a presiding officer is chosen. 


Rute 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


‘* Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the council?’’ ‘The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 

The president may, at any time, during debate or 
otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rue 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 


Rue 6. The president shall, at the request of any 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. 


Rute 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. : 

Rute 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when three members so 
request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 


Rue 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 

Rue 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 
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MorTIons. 


Rute 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 


Rute 12. <A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 


RvuLE 13. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. No motions shall 
apply, nor shall. unanimous consent to speak on the 
matter so referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rue 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 


Any member offering a motion, order or resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority 
vote of all the members. 
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If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, it may be recalled by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members. 

Rute 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. 

Rute 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. The previous question. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 
5. To postpone to a day certain. 

6. To commit. 

7. To amend. 

8. 


To postpone indefinitely. 


Rute 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two several readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall lie over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read by 
its title only; provided, that all orders releasing rights or 
easements in or restrictions on land, all orders for the 
sale of land other than school lands, all appropriations 
for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two-thirds of all the members of the city council, 
and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after 
the first, except in cases in which a shorter period is 
authorized by law. 


Or 
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RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
No member shall speak for more than ten minutes on a 
motion to reconsider. 


Rute 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpbuct oF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 21.- Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question and avoid personalities. Any member who, in 
debate or otherwise, indulges in personalities or makes 
charges reflecting upon the character of another member, 
shall make an apology in open session at the meeting 
at which the offence is committed or at the next succeed- 
ing regular meeting, and, failing to do so, shall be named 
by the president or held in contempt and suspended 
from ao participation in debate until said apology 
is made. 


Rute 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 


Rute 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 
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Rute 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond ‘‘present,’’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by the 
president: 


1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 


2. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of 
seven members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
such appropriation orders as may be submitted to the 
council from time to time. 


3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the amount 
of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 

4. A committee on County Accounts, to consist of 
five members of the council. 

5. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
applications for expenditure which involve a loan. 

6. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist 
of five members of the council. 


7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 

8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of seven mem- 
bers of the council. 


9. A committee on Military Affairs, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall determine the 
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amount of aid to be allowed to soldiers and sailors and 
their families and submit a schedule of the same to the 
city council monthly. 

10. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of seven 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 

11. A committee on Parkman Fund, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning the Parkman property, or the 
expenditure of the income from the Parkman Fund. 

12. A committee on Printing, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, who shall have the charge of all 
printing, advertising, or publishing ordered by the city 
council as one of its contingent or incidental expenses, 
and the supply of all stationery or binding for the same 
purpose. The committee shall fix the number of copies 
to be printed of any document printed as above, the 
minimum, however, to be four hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the 
care, custody and distribution of all documents, books, 
pamphlets and maps in the charge of the city messenger. 

13. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members-of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

14. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 26. Atevery regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 

3. Reports of city officers, etc. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 27. No person, except a member of the council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member 
while the council is in session. 
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Rue 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council; and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is in session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
after the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 


BurRIAL GROUNDS. 


RuLE 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abuttors. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rute 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the clerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for any regular 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any. committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. 


Form oF VOTES. 


Rute 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be ‘‘Resolved” for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


TRANSFERS. 


Rue 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
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executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 


Uss oF CoMMITTEE Rooms. 


Rue 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the west anteroom, the 
locker room, or the president’s room, except when 
invited on official business or accompanied by a member 
of the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 
Rue 34. The question of confirming appointments 


by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
unless otherwise ordered. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 

Rue 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of all the members of the city 
council.

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ORDINANCES OF 1946, CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
VETERANS’ REHABILITATION DIVISION IN 
THE SOLDIERS’ RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Siz. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter 31 of ,the Revised Ordinances of 1925, is 
hereby amended by adding the following new section: 

SECTION 2. There is hereby established in the 
soldiers’ relief department a division, to be known as the 
veterans’ rehabilitation division of the soldiers’ relief 
department. Said division shall be under the super- 
vision of a chief supervisor, who shall perform such 
duties and have such power as the commissioner may 
determine. The said division shall provide information, 
aid, and assistance to veterans of all wars in whatever 
way, and in whatever manner may be determined 
upon by the mayor, or the soldiers’ relief commissioner, 
and shall perform such duties as are enumerated in 
chapter 723 of the acts of 1945. The said division, 
insofar as is practicable, shall be operated and admin- 
istered independently of the ordinary activities and 
functions of the soldiers’ relief department.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1946, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out 
be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments 
and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the State, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, be met 
by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the depart- 
ment income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appropria- 
tion for the City Record be met by the income of said publication and any 
excess over income from taxes; and the appropriation for the Traffic 
Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any excess over income from 
taxes, in accordance with the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the 
Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; and the 
appropriation for the Board of Real Estate Commissioners be met by 
the income of said board, exclusive of proceeds from the sale of fore-

GENTLEMEN,— I submit herewith supplementary ap- 
propriation order for the expenses of the city and 
county for the current fiscal year. This appropriation 
order is in addition to the amounts allowed by me 
for departments and activities submitted to your 
Honorable Body on February 4, 1946. 

It was my original intention to submit the budget for’ 
the year 1946 in full segregated form. After con- 
ferences with the financial officers of the city, however, 
I have concluded that existing conditions preclude 
such a segregation. At the present time, due to unstable 
price levels, it is impossible to make accurate allowances 
for the purchase of supplies, equipment and materials, 
nor is it possible to estimate with accuracy the cost 
of necessary plant repairs, or the cost of non- -contributory 
pension retirements. Under such conditions, it is 
obvious that a fully segregated budget for 1946 would 
result in the necessity for innumerable transfers. In 
order to avoid such a contingency, it is my opinion 
that the budget for 1946 should be adopted in as flexible 
a form as is possible, consistent with sound and economi- 
cal procedure. 

Under my instructions, the Budget Commissioner 
and the City Auditor will exercise control over depart- 
mental appropriations and activities. Under such a 
plan, we may be certain that there will be no abuse 
of the flexible character of the budget allowances. 

The budget allowances for 1946 total $55,328,186.37 
and are $5,067,530.18 in excess of the budget allowances 
for 1945. This increase over last year’s allowances 
is attributable to the following main factors: 


1. Increased pay. roll costs because of salary 
increases and appointments during the year 1945, 
and because of the return of veterans. 

2. Increased costs for supplies, including food, 
fuel, etc., equipment and materials. 

3. Increased costs of plant repairs, acutely 
necessary because of long deferment. 
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4, Increased costs for retirement of employees 
under non-contributory pension provisions. 

5. Increased costs for old age assistance because 
of mandatory statutory requirements. 


It will be noted that in the budget allowances for 
various departments there is no provision for the 
purchase of equipment such as trucks, apparatus, 
automobiles and other heavy equipment. Estimates 
submitted to me by the Budget Commissioner indicate 
that essential replacements of such equipment will 
exceed one million dollars. In view of the fact that 
much of this equipment will have a life of five or more 
years, and in view of the fact that these most neces- 
sary replacements, if included in the budget, would 
be sharply reflected in the tax rate for 1946, it has 
been decided to make such replacements through 
the agency of a loan, which will be submitted to your 
Honorable Body at a later date. 

Despite the extraordinary efforts of your financial 
officers, the budget for 1946 shows an increase over 
the budget allowances for 1945. For this increase, 
this administration is in no part responsible. Con- 
ditions have been inherited which call for quick, remedial 
action. Other conditions exist which eall for drastic 
action during the course of the year. Slipshod, expen- 
sive methods of conducting the city’s affairs, which 
place a heavier burden on the taxpayer than is necessary, 
invite our earnest and cooperative attention. It is 
my purpose to establish, as quickly as possible, an 
efficient, economical administration of the city’s busi- 
ness. In this effort, I shall, from time to time, request 
the assistance of your Honorable Body. 

To aid you in determining the necessity for the 
budget allowances as shown in the accompanying 
schedule, I shall submit the original departmental 
estimates and all other figures which will enable your 
Honorable Body to give careful and prompt con- 
sideration to the requirements for 1946. I respect- 
fully request your approval of this supplementary 
appropriation, as submitted herewith, as well as your 
approval of the appropriation order submitted under 
date of February 4, 1946.

Dear Srr,— In the budget estimates of the City 
Clerk Department a special appropriation of $15,000 
has been requested. This appropriation is to meet the 
expenses incidental to the recording and copying of 
veterans’ discharge certificates, as required by law. 

In view of the fact that this appropriation did not 
appear in the 1945 budget, all expenditures from now 
until the passage of the budget must be charged to the 
regular appropriation of the City Clerk Department. 
This latter appropriation, prior to the passage of the 
budget, cannot withstand these additional charges 
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which, under existing law, are limited to the average 
monthly expenditure of the last three months of the 
preceding fiscal year. 

Therefore, to avoid a condition which may result in 
the inability of the City Clerk Department to meet its 
ordinary obligations, I suggest that an order be prepared 
and transmitted to the City Council for the immediate 
passage of the special appropriation of. $15,000 for the 
City Clerk Department.

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STATEMENT OF THE MAYOR ON BUDGET 
ALLOWANCES 


In the preparation of the Budget for the year 1946, 
no Mayor in the history of the city has ever been faced 
with the problems that confronted me. The total 
estimates submitted by the various departments of 
the city and county, exclusive of the _ so-called 
Revenue Departments, amounted to’ the huge total 
of $59,666,136.51, which represented an increase of 
$11,897,207.84 over the appropriations of last year. 
The excess of Budget estimates for city depart- 
ments over the 1945 appropriations amounted to 
$11,411,967.95, which estimates, in large part, rep- 
resented the judgment of department heads for all 
purposes for the needs of the current year. 

After the most careful consideration of all the ele- 
ments involved, I have found it necessary in my best 
judgment to allow a net increase for City Departments 
and Activities of $4,743,601.42. These increases, with 
comment, are outlined as follows :—

Due in large measure to salary and wage 
increases and new positions established 
during the financial year of 1945 without 
provision in the Budget for that year;

The excess of Budget estimates for County Depart- 
ments over the 1945 appropriations amounted to 
$485,239.89, and I have allowed a net increase of 
$223,039.51, of which $138,399.04 is on account of 
Personal Service due to sliding scale increases provided 
in the County Classification Plan, as well as increases 
required by State legislation. 

It is quite evident from the foregoing that a sub- 
stantial increase in the present tax rate of $42.50 must 
occur, unless authority is received from the state for 
the city to issue tax rate relief loans. To accomplish 
this purpose I have introduced legislation for authority 
to borrow $10,000,000. No hearing on this bill has 
yet occurred, and when such hearing is to be held all 
home owners and owners of business and industrial 
real estate who are interested in keeping the tax rate 
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down should appear at the hearing in support of my 
measure. In my opinion there should be a reduction 
in the present tax rate, and in no event should there 
be an increase in the same. To accomplish either or 
both of these purposes the city should be authorized 
to issue a loan in accordance with my petition.

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ORDINANCES OF 1946, CHAPTER 1. 
CONCERNING THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 





In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Siz. 


Be vt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
as amended, is hereby repealed, and the following new 
chapter substituted therefor: 


CHAPTER FIFTEEN, REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1925. 


SECTION 1. The fire department shall be under the 

charge of the fire commissioner, who shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties provided by statute; 
and shall appoint a chief of department, deputy chiefs, 
district chiefs, engineers, and other firemen. 
Sect. 2. The commissioner shall regulate the hours 
of duty of the officers and members of the fire depart- 
ment so that the maximum strength of each company 
shall be maintained, insofar as is possible, at all times. 

The officers and members of the fire department 
shall work the two-platoon system, as described in 
paragraph one of section three of this ordinance. The 
commissioner may, however, wherever and whenever 
practicable, allow officers and members to work alter- 
nating days of twenty-four hours from eight o’clock 
ante meridiem to eight o’clock ante meridiem the next 
following day. 

Secr. 3. The hours of duty of the day force shall 
be from eight o’clock ante meridiem to six o’clock post 
meridiem, and the hours of duty of the night force shall 
be from six o’clock post meridiem to eight o’clock ante 
meridiem; provided, that every third day, for the 
purpose of alternating the day force with the night 
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force and vice versa, the number of hours of duty 
herein stated may be exceeded, but one force shall be at 
liberty at all times, except as otherwise provided in 
section four of this ordinance; and provided further 
that each member of the fire department while on a 
twenty-four-hour tour of duty may be allowed one 
meal period of one and one quarter hours while on such 
tour of duty. 

The hours of duty of the force on twenty-four-hour 
duty shall be from eight o’clock ante meridiem to eight ~ 
o’clock ante meridiem the next following day, with 
one such force at liberty at all times, except as provided 
in the following section. 

Sect. 4. In case of a conflagration or extreme 
emergency involving a fire hazard, the officer or board 
having charge of the fire fighting force shall have full 
authority to summon and keep on duty any or all of 
the members of the fire fighting force while such con- 
flagration or emergency continues. 

The commissioner may furnish, on such occasions 
and to such extent as he may deem advisable, the 
assistance of the department to another city, town or 
fire district, in extinguishing fires therein. 

Sect. 5.. The provisions of the foregoing sections 
shall not repeal, affect or change any rule, order or — 
ordinance now in force relating to the fire department, 
or the officers or members thereof, except as herein 
specified. 

Sect. 6. The commissioner shall appoint a superin- 
tendent of fire alarm, who shall, under the direction of 
the commissioner, have the entire care and maintenance 
of the wires, posts, machinery, and appliances of the 
fire alarm telegraph and telephone system; shall see 
that all such wires, posts, machinery, and appliances 
are maintained in good order and condition; and shall 
keep in his office a map showing the locations of the 
same. 

Sect. 7. The commissioner shall make to es mayor 
a monthly report of the location and number of fires 
that have occurred in the preceding month, the cause 
of the same and the amount of property destroyed 
thereby, and shall, in his annual report, include a brief 
summary of such matters. 

Sect. 8. The commissioner shall, before calling 
before him a member of the department for a hearing 
on charges, give such member at least twenty-four

hours’ notice of the charges made, and shall allow him 
to be represented at the hearing by counsel. 

Sect. 9. The fire commissioner shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties imposed by law upon 
the wire commissioner, and shall establish in the fire 
department a division to be known as the electrical 
inspection division. The electrical inspection division 
shall be in charge of a deputy appointed by the fire 
commissioner, who, under the direction of the fire 
commissioner, shall carry out the provisions and require- 
ments of law relating ta wires and inspection of wires, 
and the installation and use of electric conductors and 
appliances in buildings in the city of Boston. The 
salary of the deputy shall be fixed by the fire commis- 
sioner, subject to the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 10. The hours of labor prescribed for firemen 
under the provisions of this chapter shall not apply to 
the deputy, subordinates and employees of the elec- 
trical inspection division of the fire department. 

Sect. 11. Six months after the end of the partici- 
pation of the United States in World War II, or at an 
earlier date if the mayor and city council so order, the 
hours of duty of officers and members of the fire depart- 
ment shall not exceed a total of seventy hours for any 
consecutive seven days, except as otherwise provided in 
this ordinance. ‘The commissioner, when this section is 
in effect, and notwithstanding the provisions of sections 
two and three of this chapter, shall arrange the officers 
and men of the fire department into such bodies or 
platoons as will enable the work of the department to 
be carried on most efficiently consistent with the 
provisions concerning hours of duty as provided in this 
section.

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE 
FINANCIAL YEAR 1946 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1946, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for 
the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the State, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest debt: requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, be met 
by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the department 
income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appropriation 
for the City Record be met by the income of said publication and any 
excess over income from taxes; and the appropriation for the Traffic 
Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any excess over income from 
taxes, in accordance with the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the 
Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1985; and the appro- 
priation for the Board of Real Estate Commissioners be met by the income 
of said board, exclusive of proceeds from the sale of foreclosed property, 
and any excess over income from taxes; that the other appropriations 
hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the treasury 
at the close of business on December 31, 1945, exclusive of the money 
raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, 
gift, trust or special appropriation; by the income of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1946; by taxes on the polls and estates in the City 
of Boston; and. by the proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the City, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the City’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1946, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth, shall be payable in two equal installments, on July first 
and on October first, 1946; that interest shall be charged on all taxes 
remaining unpaid after the first day of November, 1946, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter 59, section 57, of the General Laws, as 
amended, until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of national 
banks, which shall bear interest at the rate of 12 per cent per annum from 
the first day of October, 1946, until paid, and that all interest which shall 
have become due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item.

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SOME ELEMENTS OF THE AMERICAN 
CHARACTER 


AN ORATION DELIVERED, AT 


FANEUIL HALL, JULY 4, 1946

We stand today in the shadow of history. 

We gather here in the very Cradle of Liberty. 

It is an honor and a pleasure to be the speaker 
of the day— an honor because of the long and dis- 
tinguished list of noted orators who have preceded 
me on this platform, a pleasure because one of that 
honored list who stood here fifty years ago, and who 
is with us here today, is my grandfather. 

It has been the custom for the speaker of the 
day to link his thoughts across the years to certain 
classic ideals of the early American tradition. I shall 
do the same. I propose today to discuss certain 
elements of the American character which have made 
this nation great. It is well for us to recall them 
today, for this is a day of recollection and a day of 
hope. 

A nation’s character, like that of an individual, 
is elusive. It is produced partly by things we have 
done and partly by what has been done to us. It 
is the result of physical factors, intellectual factors, 
spiritual factors. 
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It is well for us to consider our American 
character, for in peace, aS in war, we will survive 
or fail according to its measure. 


RELIGIOUS ELEMENT 

Our deep religious sense is the first element of 
the American character which I would discuss this 
morning. 

The informing spirit of the American character 
has always been a deep religious sense. 

Throughout the years, down to the present, a 
devotion to fundamental religious principles has 
characterized American thought and action. 

Our government was founded on the essential 
religious idea of integrity of the individual. It was 
this religious sense which inspired the authors of 
the Declaration of Independence: 

‘““We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all 
men are created equal; that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights.” 

Our earliest legislation was inspired by this deep 
religious sense: | 

‘““Congress shall make no law prohibiting the free 
exercise of religion.”’ 

Our first leader, Washington, was inspired by 
this deep religious sense: 

“Of all of the dispositions and habits which lead 
to political prosperity, religion and morality are 
indispensable supports.” 

Lincoln was inspired by this deep religious sense: 

“That this nation, under God, shall have a new. 
birth of freedom, and that government of the people, 
by the people and for the people shall not perish 
from the earth.” 

Our late, lamented President was inspired by this 
deep religious sense: 

‘We shall win this war, and in victory we shall 
seek not vengeance, but the establishment of an 
international order in which the spirit of Christ shall 
rule the hearts of men and nations.” 
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Thus we see that this nation has ever been 
inspired by essential religious ideas. The doctrine 
of slavery which challenged these ideas within our 
own country was destroyed. 

Recently, the philosophy of racism, which 
threatened to overwhelm them by attacks from 
abroad, was also met and destroyed. 

Today these basic religious ideas are challenged 
by atheism and materialism: at home in the cynical 
philosophy of many of our intellectuals, abroad in 
the doctrine of collectivism, which sets up the twin 
pulars of atheism and materialism as the official 
philosophical establishment of the State. 

Inspired by a deeply religious sense, this country, 
which has ever been devoted to the dignity of man, 
which has ever fostered the growth of the human 
spirit, has always met and hurled back the challenge 
of those deathly philosophies of hate and despair. 
We have defeated them in the past; we will always 
defeat them. 

How well, then, has DeTocqueville said: ‘‘ You 
may talk of the people and their majesty, but where 
there is no respect for God can there be much for 
man? You may talk of the supremacy of the ballot, 
respect for order, denounce riot, secession — unless 
religion is the first link, all is vain.” 


IDEALISTIC ELEMENT 


Another element in the American character that 
I would bring to your attention this morning is the 
idealism of our native people — stemming from the 
strong religious beliefs of the first colonists, de- 
veloped as they worked the land. 

This idealism, this fixed regard for principle, has 
been an element of the American character from the 
birth of this nation to the present day. 

In recent years, the existence of this element in 
the American character has been challenged by 
those who seek to give an economic interpretation 
to American history. They seek to destroy our faith 
In our past so that they may guide our future. 
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These cynics are wrong, for, while there may be some 
truth in their interpretation, it does remain a fact, 
and a most important one, that the motivating force 
of the American people has been their belief that they 
have always stood at the barricades by the side of God. 


In Revolutionary times, the ery ‘‘No taxation 
without representation’? was not an economic 
complaint. Rather, it was directly traceable to 
the eminently fair and just principle that no 
sovereign power has the right to govern without the 
consent of the governed. Anything short of that 
was tyranny. It was against this tyranny that the 
colonists ‘‘fired the shot heard ’round the world.” 

This belief in principle was expressed most 
impressively by George Washington at the Consti- 
tutional Convention in 17838. ‘“‘It is probable that 
no plan we propose will be adopted. Perhaps 
another dreadful conflict is to be sustained. If, 
to please the people, we offer what we ourselves dis- 
approve, how can we afterwards defend our work? 
Let us raise a standard to which the wise and honest 
can repair, the event is in the hands of God.”’ 

This idealism, this conviction that our eyes 
had seen the glory of the Lord —that right was 
right and wrong was wrong— finally led to the 
ultimate clash at Bull Run and the long red years 
of the war between the States. 

Again, the cynics may apply the economic inter- 
pretation to this conflict: the industrial North 
against the agricultural South; the struggle of the 
two economies. Say what they will, it is an unde- 
niable fact that the Northern Army of Virginia and 
the Army of the Potomac were inspired by devotion 
to principle: on the one hand, the right of seces- 
sion; on the other, the belief that the ‘‘Union must 
be preserved.” 

In 1917, this element of the American character 
was stimulated by the slogans ‘War to End 
War” and ‘‘A War to Save Democracy,” and again 
the American people had as their leader a man, 
Woodrow Wilson, whose idealism was the traditional 
idealism of America. To such a degree was this 
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true that he was able to say, ‘““Some people call me 
an idealist. Well, that is the way I know I am an 
American. America is the only idealistic nation 
in the world.” 

It is perhaps true that the American intervention 
in 1917 might have been more effective if the case 
for American intervention had been represented on 
less moralistic terms. As it was, the American 
people eventually came to look upon themselves 
as giving food and guns to a general cause in which 
all other people had material ends and in which they 
alone had moral ends. 

The idealism with which we had’ entered the 
battle made the subsequent disillusionment all the 
more bitter and revealed a dangerous facet to this 
element of the American character, for this bitter- 
ness, a direct result of our inflated hopes, brought 
a radical change in our foreign policy and a resulting 
withdrawal from Europe. We failed to make the 
adjustment, between what we had hoped to win 
and what we actually could win. Our idealism was 
too strong. We would not compromise. 

And thus we brought to our shoulders much of 
the burden of the responsibility for World War II 
—a burden which we would not then acknowledge 
but for which we have paid full price in recent years 
on distant shores, on faraway fields and valleys 
and hills, on pieces of foreign soil which will be for- 
ever ours. 

It was perhaps because of this failure that the 
second world war never did become a crusade as 
did the first. 

Our idealism had become tarnished, but extraor- 
-dinary efforts were made to evoke it, and it is indu- 
bitably true that the great majority of Americans 
had strong convictions as to which side spoke for the 
right before our entry into the war. 

It is now in the postwar world that this 
idealism — this devotion to principle — this _ belief 
in the natural law —this deep religious conviction 
that this is truly God’s country and we are truly 
God’s people — will meet its greatest trial. 
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Our American idealism finds itself faced by the 
old-world doctrine of power politics. It is meet- 
ing with successive rebuffs, and all this may result 
in a new and even more bitter disillusionment, in 
another ignominious retreat from our world destiny. 

But, if we remain faithful to the American 
tradition, our idealism will be a steadfast thing, 
a constant flame, a torch held aloft for the guidance 
of other nations. . 

It will take great faith. 

Our idealism, the second element of the Ameri- 
can character, is being severely tested. Now only 
time will tell whether this element of the American 
character will be true to its historie tradition. 


PatTRIotTic ELEMENT 


The third element of the American character 
that I would bring to your attention this morning 
is the great patriotic instinct of our people. 

From our pioneer days, perhaps because we 
were a people who developed from a beachhead 
on a tremendous continent, this American patriotism 
has always had as its core a strange and almost 
mystical love of the land. : 

Early in our history we acquired, as James 
Truslow Adams has pointed out, “‘a sense of un- 
limited energy face to face with unlimited resources.”’ 

Land, land, land, stretching with incredible rich- 
ness across half a world. Its sheer vastness has 
made it a challenge to the American spirit. The 
endless land stretching to the western sun caught 
the imagination of men who founded this nation 
and awakened the patriotic spirit that has become a 
characteristic of the American people. 

In the words of America’s poet, Walt Whiten: 
we note this deep sense of the land: 


“Wand of the pastoral plains, the grass-field of 
the world, land of those sweet-air’d inter- 
minable plateaus! 

Land of the herd, the garden, the healthy house 
of adobe! 
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‘ Land where the northwest Columbia winds, 
and where the southwest Colorado winds! 
Land of the eastern Chesapeake! Land of the 
Delaware! 

Land of Ontario, Erie, Huron, Michigan! 

Land of the Old Thirteen! Massachusetts land! 
Land of Vermont and Connecticut! 

Land of the ocean shores! Land of sierras and 
peaks! 

Land of boatmen and _= sailors! Fishermen’s 
land!” 


This preoccupation with the land records itself 
in the catalogue of the colonists’ grievances against 
George III. It has always been reflected in the 
highest moments of our patriotism, for, throughout 
the years, in the early days here at home and in 
recent years abroad, Americans have been ever ready 
to defend this native land. | 

From the birth of the nation to the present day, 
from the Heights of Dorchester to the broad 
meadows of Virginia, from Bunker Hill to the 
Batteries of Saratoga, from Bergen’s Neck, where 
Wayne and Maylan’s troops achieved such martial 
wonders, to Yorktown, where Britain’s troops sur- 
rendered, Americans have heroically embraced the 
soldier’s alternative of victory or the grave. Ameri- 
can patriotism was shown at the Halls of Monte- 
zuma. It was shown with Meade at. Gettysburg, 
with Sheridan at Winchester, with Phil Carney at 
Fair Oaks, with Longstreet in the Wilderness, and 
it was shown by the flower of the Virginia Army 
when Pickett charged at Gettysburg. It was shown 
by Captain Rowan, who plunged into the jungles of 
Cuba and delivered the famous message to Garcia, 
symbol now of tenacity and determination. It was 
shown by the Fifth and Sixth Marines at Belleau 
Wood, by the Yankee Division at Verdun, by 
Captain Leahy, whose last order as he lay dying was 
“The command is forward.’’ And in recent years 
it was shown by those who stood at Bataan with 
Wainwright, by those who fought at Wake Island

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THE LAW CREATING THE BOARD OF 
RECREATION 


The Law as passed by the Massachusetts Legislature 
follows: 


Acts, 1943 — CHaptsrr 451. 


An Act ESTABLISHING A BOARD OF RECREATION IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON, AND SETTING FORTH ITS POWERS AND 
DUTIES. 


Be ut enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTION 1. A board of recreation, hereinafter referred to 
as the board, is hereby established in the city of Boston. 
The board shall consist of seven members. The chairman of 
the board of park commissioners of said city shall be, ex-officio, 
a member of the board. Two members shall be appointed by 
the school committee of said city and each member so appointed 
shall serve for a term expiring on December thirty-first of 
each even-numbered year. Four suitable persons shall be — 
appointed by the mayor of said city in accordance with chapter 
four hundred and eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred 
and nine, as amended. Of the members initially appointed 
hereunder by the mayor, one shall serve for a term of one year, 
one for a term of two years, one for a term of three years and 
one for a term of four years. Upon the expiration of the term 
of office of a member appointed by the mayor, his successor 
shall be appointed by the mayor for a term of four years. 
Vacancies in the membership of the board shall be filled in 
the manner of original appointments. 


Sect. 2. The members of the board shall serve without 
compensation, and shall annually elect a chairman from their 
own number to serve for one year or until his successor is 
elected. The board shall have power to adopt rules of proce- 
dure and prescribe regulations for the conduct of all business 
by employees within its jurisdiction. A majority of the 
membership of the board shall constitute a quorum. 

Sect. 3. The board shall appoint a superintendent of 
recreation who shall devote his whole time to such duties as 
are imposed upon him by this act. The board may also 
appoint such assistants and other employees as it may deem 
necessary to accomplish the purposes of this act and as may 
be consistent with its appropriation. Said superintendent and 
all employees of the board shall be subject to chapter thirty-one 
of the General Laws and the rules and regulations made 
thereunder, except that the play instructors and supervisors 
may be appointed from the list of persons eligible to be 
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appointed as school teachers for said city. Appropriations 
for the board shall be made therefor in the manner prescribed 
by law for city departments of said city. 


Secr. 3A. The incumbent on the effective date of this act 
of the office of director of recreation of the park department 
of said city may be transferred to the office of superintendent 
of recreation established by section three. 


Sect. 4. The board shall study the recreation needs of 
said city and shall formulate plans for adequately distributed, 
co-ordinated and diversified recreational services. Such plans, 
with recommendations of the board, shall be submitted to 
departments of said city empowered by law to provide recrea- 
tional services. The board shall encourage the establishment 
of voluntary committees to advise and cooperate with the 
board with respect to the operation and supervision of neighbor- 
hood play areas. The board may submit recommendations 
to any licensing authority or authorities. 


Sect. 5. The board may, from time to time, consult with 
the park department, school committee, police department, 
public buildings department, board of street commissioners 
and traffic commission of said city, and any other department 
' thereof empowered under any general or special law or any 
ordinance to provide recreational services or having jurisdic- 
tion over premises and facilities which may be used for 
recreation, in relation to the recreational services or premises 
and facilities provided by said departments and in relation to. 
plans for recreational services formulated by the board. 


Sect. 6. The park department, the school committee, 
police department, public buildings department, board of 
street commissioners and traffic commission of said city and 
any other department thereof empowered under any general 
or special law or any ordinance to provide recreational services 
or having jurisdiction over premises and facilities which might 
be used for recreation, may, from time to time, delegate to the 
board, and under such terms, including provisions for the 
transfer of personnel, as may be agreed upon, the management 
of any such recreational services or make available to the 
board premises and facilities under their control. 


Sect. 7. The board may provide and may conduct-recrea- 
tional activities and supervise recreational premises and 
facilities delegated or made available to it by other depart- 
ments of said city under section six. The board may cooperate 
with and promote by advice, suggestion and otherwise, such 
voluntary or amateur organizations for recreation, entertain- 
ment or mutual improvement as shall meet its approval. 
The board may acquire and utilize recreational supplies and 
equipment and other supplies and equipment necessary for 
the conduct of its work. 
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Sect. 8. The board shall annually make a report of its 
activities during the preceding year to the mayor with such 
recommendations for the development of playgrounds and 
recreational facilities, including additions thereto, as it may 
deem advisable. 

Sect. 9. This act shall take full effect on January first of 
the year next succeeding its acceptance by vote of the city 
council of said city, subject to the provisions of its charter.

EXPLANATION OF CHART 


The controlling body is the Board of Recreation. 

Its paid executive is the Superintendent of 
Recreation. 

Recognizing that Boston is made up of a series of 
communities with diversified interests and problems, 
each community or district is provided with a district 
supervisor whose duty it is to study his district, analyze 
its problems, learn the desires of its people and see that 
its recreational facilities are used to their best advan- 
tage, with the help of the superintendent and through 
him the special services and department of design and 
construction, as he may direct. The district super-_ 
visor controls the program in his area so far as the local 
program is concerned, but the superintendent may 
instruct him to cooperate with city-wide contests and 
programs. | 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


The Board of Recreation has a mandatory duty to 
‘“‘study the recreation needs of said city and formulate 
plans for adequately distributed, co-ordinated, and 
diversified recreational services.”’ 

On July 9, 1945, at the request of the Mayor, the 
Boston City Council transferred to the Recreation 
Department an operating budget. (See section of this 
annual report marked ‘‘Financial,’”’ commencing on 
page 10.) 

This budget enabled us to hire a staff of temporary 
workers, both to conduct activities in the field, -in 
accordance with the Mayor’s desires, and also sufficient 
to compile the material thus developed with a view to 
formulating recommendations for the city’s recreational 
guidance and expansion. 

The results of our work and our recommendations for 
‘adequately distributed recreational services” are con- 
tained in the following pages of this report.

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SUMMARY OF ACTIVITIES 


The Board of Recreation, functioning through its 
several departments, accomplished the following results 
during 1945: 


DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION 


We completed an actual personal survey of seventy 
playgrounds in the City of Boston, and have prepared 
maps and an individual report on the condition at 
present and the future needs of these areas. We have 
completed a survey of all school halls, both Public and 
Parochial, and tabulated their essential features for 
possible future use in recreational programs. We have 
made a similar survey of all city-owned halls and gym- 
nasiums. We have, at the request of various agencies 
and city officials, made studies of and reports on sug- 
gested playground areas and use of vacant school- 
houses. Studies and reports were also prepared upon 
the development of new skating and winter sport areas. 
The Board sent a representative to New York who, 
while there, made a careful study of their play equip- 
ment, and ‘brought back with him valuable material 
in the way of plans and details to aid in our development 
of multi-use areas in crowded playgrounds. 


GAMES AND ATHLETICS FOR MEN AND Boys 


A program of games and athletics was set up in every 
district in Boston, with play directors put in charge of 
many long-unused playgrounds. Such equipment as 
could be obtained under war-time restrictions was 
issued, and the season closed with a city-wide series of 
field days and championship awards. With the advent 
of cold weather, many of our neighborhood groups 
moved indoors, where, at the invitation and request of 
local agencies or church groups, we combined our pro- 
gram with their community efforts, making possible 
supervised play and recreation for many who had never 
before had the opportunity to enjoy it. Our special 
events, the Hallowe’en Parties, Teen Age Dances, and 
Christmas Parties all brought praise and commendation 
Ho those acquainted with the recreation problem in 

oston. 
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GAMES AND ATHLETICS FOR WOMEN AND GIRLS 


Special activities for women and girls on a city-wide 
basis have always been one of the apparently neglected 
problems in the recreational field. We made a special 
effort to reach the many groups of girls and young women 
who had not had the opportunity to know and enjoy 
supervised play and outdoor recreation. In addition 
to the usual playground contest programs, we con- 
ducted ‘‘know your city” trips, picnic outings, handi- 
eraft and folk-dancing classes, and amateur dramatics. 
Museums and industrial plants were visited under the 
guidance of competent instructors, and the whole field 
of youth training, so long denied many of these groups 
because of the inability of previcusly existing facilities 
to care for them, was made available to literally hun- 
dreds. In cooperation with the boys’ and men’s groups, 
we had our Hallowe’en and Christmas Parties and Teen 
Age Dances. We feel that in this field, that of recre- 
ation for women and girls, we did a particularly out- 
standing job. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 

This department acted in cooperation with the other 
departments in carrying to our communities, as a very 
special part of their recreation program, not only the 
splendid series of local talent and volunteer professional 
Neighborhood Night entertainments, but in developing 
and providing talent for athletic nights and community 
gatherings. Our successful programs in this field re- 
sulted in constant calls for the services of the Special 
Activities Department. Our Youth Band, an aggrega- 
tion of some sixty-five boys and girls, the nucleus of 
what we had hoped would be a hundred-piece band, 
showed the value of their training in several parades, at 
professional football games, and in their appearance on 
the program of the President’s Birthday Ball. 





We feel that, although we were not able to get started 
until well along in the 1945 season because of the prob- 
lems involved in financing the department itself, we have 
shown that there is a very definite need for the thing we 
have done and that such an agency as the Boston Board 
of Recreation is an essential part of the recreational 
machinery of a city the size of Boston. 
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FINANCIAL 


An original item of $10,000 was appropriated by the 
City Council in passing the annual budget submitted by 
the Mayor. 

On July 9, 1945, the City Council voted a transfer of 
$144,000 from the million dollar special appropriation 
made to the Park Department for park and playground 
improvements. 

Of the total appropriation $15,600 was spent as 
follows:

Musical and incidental services accounted for the 
contractual expenditure, while athletic equipment and 
paraphernalia made up the equipment item. Supplies 
consisted of office material and printing. Material con- 
sisted of lumber, only. 

Holiday and district festivals accounted for $5,000 
of the above expenditures. The expenditures for 
equipment and material were not as large as our pro- 
eram might seem to require because our first year’s 
duties consisted mainly of survey and research work 
calling more for the work of individuals than the use of 
equipment. 

Purchases of customary office furniture were not 
necessary because it was acquired for the most part by 
transfer from other city departments. Athletic equip- 
ment was difficult to obtain because of war restrictions. 

At the close of the year the City Auditor, under his 
authority, transferred one item of $19,000 and a later 
item of $10,000 to other city departments, leaving an 
unexpended sum of about $2,000 to the Board’s credit. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1946 


SALE OF SULLIVAN SQUARE PLAYGROUND 


Purchased in 1891 for the sum of $172,923 and now 
assessed for the sum of $503,000, this 17.36 acre tract 
has outlived its usefulness as a playground. Industry 
and traffic have so isolated it that children can no 
longer reach it with safety and it les unused except 
for small groups of older men who use it during the 
summer for a short period after working hours. Of 
little benefit to Charlestown and of much greater value 
to industry, it might better be sold and the money 
devoted to the purchase of two smaller areas nearer 
the center of child population in’ Charlestown for 
development as play areas. 


VACATED ScHOOL BUILDINGS — SUMMARIZED REcOM— 
MENDATIONS 


Each year sees additional school buildings closed. 
These are available for use by the Board of Recreation. 
Juvenile delinquency, so called, is the product of 
“gange”’ thinking and action. The ‘‘gang’’ is the 
natural social unit of youth, and no community is 
solving their problem unless they provide for the train- 
ing of and proper leadership for ‘‘gangs’’ as units. 
No local agency or present public recreation program 
in city-owned facilities can provide for the many such 
groups, as groups. The vacant school buildings, with 
funds and equipment to develop them as community 
club centers, would go a long way toward really solving 
the youth problem. Any plan for 1946 should make 
definite provision for such use of these vacant school 
buildings, along with the trained personnel to run them. 


RECREATION BUILDINGS UNDER THE WHITE FUND 


In line with the considerations of the previous para- 
graph, it is recommended that $1,000,000 of the 
$2,000,000 accumulated income of the George Robert 
White Fund be spent immediately to erect a series of 
recreation buildings in those areas showing the most 
unfortunate results of such lack. ‘These new buildings 
should provide many separate meeting rooms for local 
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boys’ groups in their neighborhoods in addition to a 
gymnasium, game rooms, and swimming pool. In a 
printed report of the City Planning Board on the uses 
of the George Rebert White Fund in 1937, “‘It 
is . . . recommended that the White Fund be used 
to build a series of these youth centers beginning in the 
North End and over a period of years erecting youth 
' centers in the other needy areas outlined in this report.”’ 
Following the favorable opinion of Probate Court 
Judge Arthur W. Dolan on May 28, 1937, the Trustees 
of the White Fund made an appropriation to erect the 
first of these buildings. Not a penny has yet been 
spent. 


DEVELOPMENT OF JAMAICA POND AREA 


It is recommended that the natural advantages of 
Jamaica Pond and the parklands around it be developed. 
No area in Boston possesses greater potentialities as 
an all-around recreational tract for people of all ages — 
within easv reach of a large part of the population of 
Boston. Sailboats, to be provided with a landing at 
the foot of the Recreation Headquarters building, 
swimming and diving in the cove, baseball and football, 
basketball and softball on the level tracts, fireplaces for 
picnic parties, skating, skiing, and tobeggan chutes 
in the winter time, water carnivals in the summer, 
skating carnivals in the winter, should become an 
accepted part here of Boston’s recreational life. The 
suitability of the terrain and the financially self-sup- 
porting aspects of some of these activities should make 
the recreational development of this area possible at a 
cost not greater than $10,000. 


CAMPING AND CANOEING ON THE UPPER CHARLES RIVER 


It is recommended that the upper Charles River, 
through the definite promotion by Boston’s public and 
private recreational authorities, be thrown open to the 
public tc a much greater extent. It is indeed an unusual 
boy who does not thrill at the thought of a camping 
trip into the woods. The upper reaches of the Charles 
River with miles of adventure-packed country offers 
unusual opportunities for camping and canoeing projects. 
In 1945, one such project, with headquarters on the 
Boston shore of the river at West Roxbury, operated 
with success under private auspices, aided by the Park 
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Department and charitable bequests. Close cooperation 
by all city’ departments here is recommended. The 
possibility of the city acquiring further sites along the 
river’s edge in West Roxbury as headquarters for 
additional camping and canoeing activities is also 
recommended. 


PLAYGROUNDS — SUMMARIZED RECOMMENDATIONS 


Too many Boston playgrounds are low in the center, 
creating muddy pools with the slightest rain. Use of 
the same area for winter skating has produced this 
center drainage scheme as the best means of flooding 
the playground and getting the desired ice area, but 
it might be much better to have the grounds drain to 
the edges and use a spray method of creating the ice 
in winter. In many playgrounds considerations other 
than recreational requirements have placed such things 
as baseball diamonds so that the sun interferes with 
the proper playing of the game at the time of greatest 
use. Center drainage often brings the metal drain 
covers directly in front of the football goal posts. On 
very few playgrounds is there any equipment provided. 
Multiple use of play areas, and continued use the year 
around would be made possible by adoption of standard 
equipment, and provision for its insertion into prepared 
sockets which are capped when not in use. Resurfacing 
and better type surfacing are needed on most of the 
playgrounds. Preparation for winter use should provide 
for proper care of ice and removal of snow, then a 
_ hundred and not ten skating days a season would result. 

Custodians at field houses should have a greater 
knowledge of play and be ready and able to assist in 
the conduct of play on the grounds. They should have 
equipment available and be able to attract children to 
the area by their understanding use of play material. 

It 1s recommended that field houses be open when 
children want to, and have time to play, not when the 
grounds are idle. A few of the idle hours each day could 
well be spent in keeping the grounds in order. 

Telephones for use in case of injury, first-aid equip- 
ment, and a custodian with a working knowledge of 
correct first-aid is recommended as a part of every 
playground set-up. 

An active, trained play instructor for men and boys 
and a woman for the girls and small children are an 
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absolute necessity on every playground if property is 
to be preserved and the true value of the city’s invest- 
ment for its citizens is to be secured. 


ScHooL SPORTS ON SATURDAY 


It is inadvisable that our high school teams play 
interscholastic matches on week days when few of their 
parents or of the public can attend, and which in- 


evitably leave Saturdays a recreational blank in the . 


week’s schedule. It is not desirable that our city-paid 
school officials use their Saturdays to go out of town 
and referee high school games and college games of other 
cities or areas, while our local boys are neglected. It 
is recommended that the School Department re-schedule 
its interscholastic high school matches for Saturdays, 
under supervision of school department officials at that 
time. 


COMMUNITY RECREATION — HANDBALL 


We would also recommend the construction of hand- 
ball walls on vacant city-owned property in every 
ward, so that this healthful and inexpensive sport may 
be enjoyed. Boston now has only eight handball 
courts. New York City has over a thousand. 


Muppy River DEVELOPMENT 


It is almost incredible that a city should have one of 
the finest canoeing areas in its midst, flanked by flowers 
and arched by bridges that are the envy of art lovers 
all over the country, and yet not a single citizen has 
been permitted to use this facility. The mile and a 
half of navigable length of Muddy River, from Mrs. 
Jack Gardner’s Palace at its mouth, contains eight 
times the length and in many places an equal width 
- to the Public Garden Pond, which has been crowded 
with rowboats on years when boating there has been 
permitted. It is recommended that a canoe house 
with accommodations for 100 canoes — either by con- 
cession or city management — be erected on the further 
bank of Muddy River across the Richardson Bridge, 
three blocks from the Massachusetts Avenue Subway 
Station. Provisions for charges to adults and only 
nominal fees to youngsters in the daytime, under super- 
vision, are recommended. 
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MunicipaAL BUILDINGS — SUMMARIZED RECOMMENDA— 
TIONS 


Equipment in the municipal gymnasiums needs 
repair and replacement in every one of them. All build- 
ings where recreational programs are carried on should 
be open for the maximum length of time on all holi- 
days and Sunday afternoons, the time that most people 
have available for recreational activities. Active pro- 
grams properly publicized should be carried on at such 
hours. 


ScHOOLYARDS 


One ward of Boston is privileged to have its school- 
yards available at all times for the use of the children. — 
In every other ward of the city the school yards are 
padlocked after school hours, although, commendably, 
there is a supervised program on many during the 
summer weeks. It is recommended that the school- 
yards be kept open for children in all wards alike. The 
Board of Recreation excludes, however, from its recom- 
mendation schoolyards which go around behind school 
buildings, out of sight from the street,— which, it 
believes, should not be left open after dark. The 
Recreation Board is aware of complaints from neighbors 
at the noise of youngsters playing in the schoolyards. 
But if neighbors are going to protest at the shouts of 
children in innocent play, they should make up their 
minds not to protest when such children, driven from 
their schoolyards, develop into gangs under their own 
leadership on city streets, with a greater degree of 
handbag snatching, drunk rolling, and even more 
violent crime against the community at the hands of 
teen-agers than ever before in the country’s history. 
Denial of normal play opportunities under sensible, 
older guidance is followed, all too often, by teen-age 
lawlessness and appearances in Juvenile Court. 


CuMMINGS ESTATE 


Continuance and expansion of the public vegetable 
gardens in the Boston-owned Cummings Estate in 
Woburn is recommended. Approximately 1,000 child- 
ren of school age from crowded Boston districts have 
been taken out weekly to cultivate their own plot of 
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land and bring home their vegetables during the last 
ten years, with the cooperation of the Boston Park 
Department, the Boston School Department, and the 
pioneering efforts of the Women’s Municipal League 
which discontinued their participation last year. With 
provisions for bus hire, which is recommended, more 
children could advantageously have their day a week 
on their garden in the future. 


CHARLESBANK Batu HovUsE 


In 1930, the Metropolitan District Commission tore 
down the famous Charlesbank playground and gymna- 
sium, while extending the shore line outward into the 
river at that point. They gave assurances, before 
Legislative authority was given them, that they would 
replace the playground and provide an outdoor swim- 
ming pool. Plans for the pool were incorporated in 
their annual report for that period. ‘The playground 
has not been replaced, and no swimming pool has been 
built. At the behest of local citizens, the Boston Board 
of Park Commissioners, since then, established a beach 
with a fine grade of sand and permanent markers on the 
shore at this point. More recently the Trustees of the 
George Robert White Fund voted an appropriation fer 
an extensive bath house here, with accommodations for 
mothers and small children, sun rooms, and so forth. 
It is the recommendation of the Board of Recreation 
that the Trustees of the White Fund erect this much- 
needed bath house. 


COASTING STREETS 


Many of Boston’s designated coasting streets are 
streets which have no slope or which have intersections. 
Streets which have a slope and no intersections are 
omitted. It is recommended to the Street Laying-Out 
Department that streets be designated with more careful 
study, making sure that there is sufficient slope for 
coasting and freedom from traffic risks. 


Use oF Worup’s FINEST OvuTDOOR SWIMMING PooL — 
RECOMMENDED TO THE METROPOLITAN DISTRICT 

_ COMMISSION 
Boston contains what is probably the finest outdoor 
swimming pool in the country. Built thirteen years 
ago at a cost of $300,000, a half a mile in circumference, 
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and equipped with an $85,000 building, it has never 
been used. The Recreation Board recommends its use 
this summer. It recommends that the adjacent build- 
ing be equipped with lockers to handle a peak load of 
20,000 a day. As the pool has a depth of four feet in 
most places, it is recommended that the ends of the pool 
be deepened to ten feet, and that the fill be transferred 
to make other parts of the pool shallower. Wooden 
staging with rows of diving boards of various standard 
elevations are recommended for the deepened ends of 
the pool. Boston has no safe or designated diving 
facilities for its large population of mature boys and 
girls and adults. An impeller is recommended at the 
inlet of the pool and an expeller at the outlet to main- 
tain a flow as a preventive of contamination in the pool. 
This outdoor swimming pool is located on the shore of 
the Charles River Basin, back of Beacon street, three 
blocks below Harvard Bridge, and near the foot of 
Dartmouth street. 


OuTpDOoR CAMPING — RECOMMENDED TO THE METRO- 
POLITAN District COMMISSION 


There are few boys who do not respond instinctively 
and favorably to outdoor camping. The Blue Hills and 
Middlesex Fells Reservations are within ten miles of the 
center of Boston, the Blue Hills area being almost con- 
tiguous to the Boston boundary. These immense areas 
contain forests, hills, lakes and streams. ‘Their use has 
not been encouraged, and is unknown to most Boston 
children, although Boston pays exactly half of their 
maintenance. It is reeommended that boys’ camps for 
every ward in the City of Boston be erected and operated 
by the Commission among the woods and lakesides of 
these areas. 


Boston’s UNSURPASSED SAILING PARK 


It is recommended that the publicly-owned fleet of 
sail boats on the Charles River Basin be expanded 
from 30 in number to 200. This area represents the 
world’s first public sailing park. Through the efforts 
of local citizens, eight years ago, it was opened up as 
a water playground for the public. The Metropolitan 
District Commission, more recently, commendably con- 
structed a boat house and 30 sailboats — and stopped 
there. Less than 1,000 youngsters a summer can now 
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participate in the enjoyment of these waters. Such 
public sailing. projects are self-supporting by virtue of 
fees charged to adult participants. It is further recom- 
mended that a fleet of 200 rowboats for hire be furnished 
by the Commission — also a revenue-producing develop- 
ment. If Boston is to tackle her youth problems and ~ 
her adult pastime problems with any seriousness, in 
our judgment, it should be made just as easy to go 
boating on the Charles River Basin as to walk across 
the Boston Common. 


FANEUIL BEACH AND OLp Harpor Boating DEVELOP-— 
MENTS | 


It is recommended that self-supporting public sailing 
projects be duplicated in Sunset Bay off Faneuil Beach, 
Brighton, and in Old Harbor off Carson Beach, South 
Boston. (Mention has already been made of the use 
of Jamaica Pond in the summer time.) 


REVIVAL OF NEIGHBORHOOD HORSESHOE PITCHING 


Where it is possible, we recommend, as a means of 
combining equipment control with community service 
and goodwill, that fire stations be provided with equip- 
ment for horseshoe pitching which they would make 
available to the people of the district to use in the 
immediate vicinity. These horseshoe pitching contests 
provide interesting entertainment and exercise for both 
young and old at minimum expense and the use of 
minimum space. 


_Tren—Foup IncREASE IN Use or Skating AREAS AT 
SMALL Cost 


One of the cheapest playground surfaces to maintain 
is water. At least this is true of natural ponds and 
streams, or water courses where a dam has already 
been established. No gardener rolls the Charles River 
Basin. No harrow plows Sunset Bay. No contractor 
sends a bill in for the paving of Jamaica Pond. That 
is why this report has stressed the reclamation of such 
water playgrounds as these and Muddy River and 
Old Harbor, and reminds Departments in control of 
the absurdity of their further disuse. The area of 
these water playgrounds exceeds in total acreage all 
of Boston’s playgrounds, schoolyards and gymnasiums 
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within the city limits combined. It seems typical of 
Boston recreation to have used least those means of 
recreation which are least expensive, both with respect 
to human leadership and use of physical assets. When 
cold weather makes canoeing, sailing, and rowing 
objectionable, a careful Providence, without a penny 
of charge against the city, gives these surfaces an 
amazingly firm and slippery coating. Yet Boston 
averages only ten skating days a year on its ponds,— 
one tenth of what could be had. It is therefore recom- 
mended that a number of light outdoor tractors be 
purchased for keeping the city’s skating areas clear of 
snow. By adoption of techniques in the use of such 
equipment common in cities adjacent to Boston, the 
original hard ice of the season can be kept clear and 
skated upon from December 1 to March 15, whether | 
the thermometer is zero degrees or sixty degrees. 
Proper bulletins should be issued so that these play- 
grounds may be used by many, many thousands of 
people per day. 


CONCLUSION 


The foregoing recommendations for the modern- 
ization of Boston’s recreational life can be summarized 
under two headings: ‘‘humane”’ and ‘‘material.”’ 

Under the heading ‘‘humane,’’ we have stressed the 
reality that the boy’s natural association is the ‘‘gang.”’ 

The ‘“‘gang’’ must be reached, on schoolyard, play- 
ground, and in our use of indoor facilities, accorded the 
decency of suitable adult guidance, and not be driven 
from yard, playground, and municipal building to seek 
its own leadership or be left wholly to its own devices 
on the street. 

Under the heading ‘‘material,’’ we have brought to 
mind in specific proposals — distributed throughout the 
city and in the public parklands beyond — Boston’s 
unique physical treasures, such as the Blue Hills, Jamaica 
Pond, Muddy River, the Charles River Basin, Cum- 
mings Estate, and the upper reaches of the Charles 
River. 

_As to who shall carry out the modernization of 
Boston’s recreational programs, we have cited the 
availability of the White Fund, the Cahill Fund, and 
other funds in certain instances; we have indicated the 
appropriateness of the Metropolitan District Com- 
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mission, the Boston Park Department, the School 
Department, the Public Buildings Department, the 
Street Laying-Out Department, and the Boston Board 
of Recreation stands ready to carry out its legally 
appropriate share of any and all of these developments, 
as far as the Mayor and City Council wish to entrust 
them to its care.

CONCERNING THE MARKET DIVISION OF 
’ THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Siz. 


Be 1t ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter twenty-one of the Revised Ordinances of 
1925 is hereby repealed. Chapter twenty-five of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1925 is hereby amended by add- 
ing thereto the following sections: 


Sect. 7. The market division shall be under the 
charge of the director of markets, who, under the 
supervision and direction of the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, shall have the charge and control of 
Faneuil Hall market and Faneuil Hall market limits; 
shall preserve order therein; shall make such changes, 
and place or allow to be placed in said market such 
pipes, drains, and other appliances, as he may deem 
proper; shall take and forthwith destroy any article 
of food which in his opinion is diseased, unwholesome, 
or tainted, and is kept for sale within such market limits. 
The director or either of his deputies may assign stands 
within such market limits for the sale of provisions and 
other articles, and may, at the expense of the owner 
thereof, remove from one place or stand to another 
within such limits, or to, and to be kept in, a proper 
storage place until the expense is paid, any merchandise, 
vehicle, or animal, not under the charge of any person, 
or not immediately so removed on the direction of the 
director or either of his deputies. 
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Sect. 8. The Superintendent of Public Buildings 
shall, on the expiration of leases of stalls and cellars and 
second floor in Faneuil Hall market, lease them for a 
term of no less than three years from the day of such 
expiration, at rents not less than those which shall be 
established by vote of the city council therefor; shall, 
after the establishment of such rents, notify the lessees 
then: occupying said stalls and cellars and second floor 
of the rents to be paid therefor; shall give a new lease 
at such rents to such of said lessees as in writing notify 
him that they desire to retain at such rents their re- 
spective holdings; and shall lease to suitable persons, for 
the remainder of any existing term, all stalls and cellars 
and second floors which become vacant, or the leases of 
which shall be cancelled, at not less than the rents pre- 
viously paid therefor. All leases shall be approved by 
the mayor, and shall be on the following conditions: 


1. The lessee shall comply with the ordinances, 
regulations and orders relating to Faneuil Hall market, 
or the Faneuil Hall market limits as defined by said 
ordinances. 

2. The lessee shall, at his own expense, keep the 
demised premises in good repair and condition. 

3. The lessee shall not place, or suffer to be placed 
or kept, any article in any passageway of said market, 
or within the demised premises, so as to project into 
any such passageway, unless with the consent of the 
director of markets, or one of his deputies. 

4, The lessee shall not, without the approval in 
writing of the director previously obtained, underlet, 
or assign, or suffer any other person to occupy, the 
demised premises; nor shall he, without such approval, 
carry on any business therein other than that for 
which the premises are leased. 

5. The lessee shall not throw, or permit to be 
thrown, into any part of the market limits, or suffer 
to remain within the demised premises, any animal 
substance, scrapings, or any kind of dirt, filth, or 
useless matter, but shall keep and remove the same 
as the director or either of his deputies shall direct. 

6. The lessee shall pay his rent in monthly pay- 
ments to the city collector, on or before the first day 
of each month in advance. 

7. The lessee shall pay all water rates. 
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8. The lessee shall not continue to employ any 
person within the market limits after such person 
shall have been objected to by the director or his 
deputies. 

9. The lessee shall not become bankrupt, or 
insolvent, or allow the demised premises to remain 
unused for a longer period than fifteen days. 

10. The lessee shall not interfere with or impede 
the director or his deputies when entering the demised 
premises to view, or to make repairs or improvements. 

11. The lessee shall have the demised premises, 
on all week days except legal holidays opened at 
7 o’clock a. m. and kept open until 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon; or have them opened and closed at such 
other hours as the Superintendent of Public Buildings 
or the director or his deputies may from time to time 
order. 

12. The lessee shall quit and deliver up the 
demised premises peaceably and quietly at the end 
of the term, in as good order and condition as the 
same are at the beginning of the term, or may be put 
into during the term. 


The lessee shall also agree that on the violation of 
any of the foregoing conditions, the city by the Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings or the director or his 
deputies may, without notice, and forcibly if necessary, 
enter upon and take possession of the demised premises, 
and expel the lessee and his assigns, and that by such 
violation the lease shall be cancelled.

The City Seal was adopted by ‘“‘An Ordinance to 


_ Establish the City Seal,”’ passed January 2, 1823, which 


provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 

The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘‘First Revision,’’? published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Stcur Patrisus Sir Drus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostoni1a ConpiTa, A.D. 1630. CiIviITaTIs 
REGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 

The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 


page. 
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THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.’’ To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they “ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’’ held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 8, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266 and again by St. 1909, c. 486. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston : 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640, 
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when “‘Mount Woollaston’’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
_ the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 

off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

INTRODUCTION. 


As a public document THE Municipat REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THr MunicitpaL REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE MUNICIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

Since 1925, the Register has been gradually reduced 
to its present size; primarily, because of the issuance 
of the Boston Year Book, a more ambitious publication, 
in 1925 and 1926, and secondly for the purpose of 
economy.

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CITY CHARTER OF 1909 (ACTS OF _ 1909, 
CHAPTER 486) WITH AMENDMENTS TO 
JULY 1, 1946, INCORPORATED. 


Tue Mayor anp City Councit. 


SEecTION 1.* (The terms of office of the mayor and the members of both 
branches of the present city council of the city of Boston and of the street 
commissioner whose term would expire on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock a. m. on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and at that time the said 
city council and both branches thereof and the positions of city messenger, 
clerk of the common council, clerk of committees, assistant clerk of committees, 
and their subordinates shall be abolished. The officials whose terms of office 
are hereby extended shall, for the extended term, receive a compensation equal 
to one-twelfth of the annual salaries now paid to them respectively.) The. 
mayor and city council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and their successors, shall thereafter have all the powers and privileges 
conferred, and be subject to all the duties and obligations imposed by law 
upon the city council or the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county 
commissioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Wherever in this act the phrase “mayor and city council” appears, it 
shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city council acting on and 
after the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the 
provisions of this and the three following sections. The city council may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time establish such 
offices, other than that of city clerk, as it may deem necessary for the con- 
duct of its affairs and at such salaries as it may determine, and abolish 
such officers or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill the 
offices thus established and remove the incumbents at pleasure. 

Section 1. (Chap. 479, Acts of 1924.) The terms of office of the 
mayor of the city of Boston, of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-six, and of members 
of the city council and school committee of said city which would expire 
under existing law on the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first 
Monday of January, nineteen hundred and twenty-six. There shall be 
no municipal election in said city in the year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, and the terms of office of members of the city council and school

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committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-five, are hereby 
extended to ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six. The salary of any official whose term 
of office is terminated as aforesaid shall cease at the time of such termi- 
nation and the salary of any official whose term of office is extended as 
aforesaid shall continue at the same rate as theretofore so long as he con- 
tinues to serve during the period of such extension. 

Secr. 2.* The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to be 
for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordinance 
or loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject 
the same within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. 
If the said ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days 
it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously 
withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from 
again presenting an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordinance or loan order 
and may reduce or reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than for 
school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two thirds of all the members of the city council; and shall be passed 
only after two separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the 
first, except that in the case of loan orders for temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes the second of said readings and votes may be had not less 
than twenty-four hours after the first. No amendment increasing the 
amount of land to be sold or the amount to be paid for the purchase of 
land, or the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of purchase money 
or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of the second reading 
and vote. If a petition signed by six members of the council requesting 
that action be taken forthwith upon a loan order presented by the mayor 
is filed in the office of the city clerk not earlier than fourteen days after its 
presentation, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question 
of the adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, 
if one vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after 
the expiration of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such 
action thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been 
withdrawn by the mayor. 

Sect. 3.f All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but,

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except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall 
it originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the 
items and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the 
mayor shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and 
approved by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county 
officials, when requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such 
detail as he may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expendi- 
tures of the department or office under their charge, which estimates 
shall be transmitted to the city council. 


Sect. 3A.* In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropria- 
tion, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in any 
one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months of 
the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appropri- 
ation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for that 
purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual expendi- 
tures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December twentieth 
in each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor, apply 
any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers from any appro- 
priation to any other appropriation for the purpose only of closing the 
accounts of the fiscal year. 

Scr. 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution and vote of 


the city council, except votes relating to its own internal affairs, shall be 
presented to the mayor, who shall make or cause to be made a written

record of the time and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if he 
approves the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented to 
him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objections thereto in 
writing within said period of fifteen days. If within said period said 
appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution, or vote is returned by the 
mayor to the city council by filing the same with the city clerk with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves the expend- 
iture of money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in 
part and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items 
or parts of items as he approves shall be in force, and such items or parts 
of items as he disapproves shall be void. 

Srcr. 4A.* The mayor may designate one clerical assistant for whose 
acts he shall be responsible to sign his name in approval of all vouchers of 
less than five hundred dollars each. 

Sect. 5.t Except as otherwise provided in this act the organization, 
powers and duties of the executive departments of the city shall remain as 
constituted at the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor and 
city council at any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate or 
abolish, in whole or in part, departments whether created on or before or 
subsequent to the first Monday of February in the year nineteen hundred 
and ten, including the transit department; transfer the duties, powers and 
appropriations of one department to another in whole or in part; and 
establish new departments; and may increase, reduce, establish or abolish 
salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards. Such an ordinance - 
may provide that all of the employees of any department or division 
thereof thereby abolished who are subject to civil service shall be re- 
appointed to similar positions with similar status in any new department 
or division thereof thereby established or in any other department or 
division thereof, without civil service examination or registration and 
that such employees shall, upon reappointment as may be provided in 
such ordinance, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to them, and that their services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. Nothing in this act shall authorize the 
abolition or the taking away of any of the powers or duties as established 
by law of the school committee, the board of commissioners of school 
buildings, the department of school buildings, the election department 
or any department in charge of an official or officials appointed by the 
governor. 

Srecr. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, or 
for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a period of 
more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing, 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have been 
given in the City Record. 

Sect. 7. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and _ 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto at a 
meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the receipt of

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said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or through a head 
of a department or a member of a board, attend such?meeting and publicly 
answer all such questions. The person so attending?shall not be obliged 
to answer questions relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or through the head of a 
department, or a member of a board, upon such subject as he may desire. 

Srct. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, officer, 
or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this act, directly 
or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in 
the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, and 
management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or administra- 
tive business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or removal of 
any municipal or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. The provisions of this section shall not affect 
the powers or duties of the city council as the successor of the present 
board of aldermen relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a 
contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any 
share in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or 
employee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learn- 
ing of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract 
in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the 
city or county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred and 
twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight is hereby 
repealed. 

Tue Executive DEPARTMENT. 

Secr. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
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law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sect. 10 and Sscr. 11, concerning approval by the civil service commis- 
sion of appointments by the mayor, repealed by chapter 167, Acts of 1930. 

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Secr. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or mem- 
ber of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain 
subject to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such 
removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken 
unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the school committee or to any official by law appointed by the 
governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such ap- 
pointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the cause 
for their removal. 

Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract 
for the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


THe Finance CoMMISSION. 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
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mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior to 
the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for 
a term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem suffi- 
cient, The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His annual 
salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly install- 
ments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the 
city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that 
may appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report 
thereon from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or 
the general court. ‘The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court. 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum 
of forty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appro- 
priated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. 
A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least forty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commission 
shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its appro- 
priation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Secr. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable the 
mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive the 
reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordinances, 
or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission shall have 
all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred and sixty-two 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and therein conferred 
upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel for any witness at 
any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question and may offer 
pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to cross-examination 
by the commission and its counsel. 

Tue Crry CLERK. 

SEctT. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 

which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen

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and qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified unless sooner removed by due process of law. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city council established by this act. 


Tue Crry AvUDITOR. 

Srct. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting 
for settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath 
before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Srecr. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer 
or board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted to 
him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any of 
the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. E 

Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the

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year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Srot. 27.* Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of 
January, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and on or before 
the sixth day of January in each year thereafter, prepare and furnish to 
the city auditor a list of the officials and employees under said officer or 
board and paid by the city or county on the first day of such January; 
and every such officer and board shall, on or before the sixth day of June, 
in each of the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-three, inclusive, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a 
list of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the first 
day of such June. Such lists shall give the names, residence by street 
and ward, designation, compensation, and date of election or appoint- 
ment of each of said officials and employees and the date when each first 
entered the employ of the city or county. It shall be the duty of the 
city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to keep a copy of said 
lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and publish in the City 
Record, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and annually there- 
after, a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the first day of January in each of the 
ten years next preceding such publication; and, in addition, in each of 
the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and 
forty-three, inclusive, he shall prepare and publish in the City Record, a 
comparative table showing the number of such officials and employees 
holding office or employed in each such department or board and paid 
by the city or county on the first day of June in each of the ten years 
next preceding such publication. Each such comparative table of the 
number of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the 
first day of January, in any year, shall be so published not later than 
during the first week in the month of March next following; and each 
such comparative table of the number of such officials and employees 
paid by the city or county on the first day of June, in each of the years 
nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and forty-three, 
inclusive, shall be so published not later than during the first week in the 
month of August next following. 

Secr. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the

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public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, 
poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illuminating 
purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to be 
exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the City 
Record. All advertising with reference to the sale of property for nonpay- 
ment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other adver- 
tising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the purchase or 
taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the sale of 
bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or newspapers as 
the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of one 
thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and the 
amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the 
number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record. 

Sect. 30.f Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to do 
any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, or in 
conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly be 
included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds one thousand dollars, 
shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, invite 
proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such advertise- 
ments shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in answer to 
said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, board or

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official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense with 
advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board or 
official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor, the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose, any land within the limits of the city, 
not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price proposed to 
be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than twenty-five 
per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the previous 
three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall be taken by 
right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided for the 
taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in said city. 
No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or otherwise for the 
general purpose for which land is needed shall have been made by the mayor 
and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; or in case of land 
for school purposes by the school committee and schoolhouse department 
in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in excess of the appropria- 
tion, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of competent jurisdiction. 
All proceedings in the taking of land shall be under the advice of the law 
department, and a record thereof shall be kept by said department. 


Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November. 


Sect. 33.{ The fiscal year in said city shall begin on January first and 
shall end on December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year 
shall begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the 
firsts Monday of the January next following. At the biennial municipal 
election in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, the five members 
of the school committee shall be elected. The two candidates receiving 
the largest number of votes at said election shall hold office for four years, 
and the three receiving the next largest number of votes at said election, 
for two years. At every biennial municipal election thereafter, all mem- 
bers of the school committee to be elected shall be chosen for terms of four 
yearseach.

Nomination papers shall be issued by the 
board of election commissioners on and after but not before the eleventh 
Tuesday preceding the regular municipal election. Such papers shall 
be issued only to candidates who shall file with the election commissioners 
requests therefor in writing, containing their names with the first or 
middle name in full, the offices for which they are candidates, and their 
residences, with street and number, if any. Forthwith the election com- 
missioners shall print or insert on such nomination papers the names of 
the candidates, the offices for which they are nominated and their resi- 
dences, with street and number, if any. Not more than three hundred 
such nomination papers shall be issued to any candidate for mayor, and 
not more than two hundred such nomination papers shall be issued to 
any candidate for the school committee and to any candidate for the city 
council there shall be issued not more than ten such nomination papers 
for a ward.

The provisions of this act shall apply to any special municipal 
election held after the year nineteen hundred and nine in the city of Boston, 
except that nomination papers for offices to be filled at such elections shall 
be issued by the election commissioners on and after the day following the 
calling of said special election. Every special municipal election shall be 
held on a Tuesday not less than sixty days nor more than ninety days 
after the date of the order calling such special election. 

All acts and parts of acts, so far as inconsistent with this act, 
are hereby repealed; and all ordinances and parts of ordinances, so far as 
inconsistent with this act, are hereby annulled. All acts and parts of acts — 
affecting the city of Boston, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act, are hereby continued in force.

The Art Department, established in 1898, is in charge of five commis- 
sioners, who are appointed by the Mayor. Each year one of the following- 
named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston Society of 
Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; and the Mayor 
appoints one person as Art Commissioner from each of the lists so submitted. 
Whenever the term of a member of the Board expires, the Mayor appoints 
his successor from a list selected by the body which made the original 
selection, as aforesaid. 

No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Department, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, 
the property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said 
Board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor. By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the 
City were placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Board consists of twelve members, the Chairman of the City Plan- 
ning Board, ex officio, and eleven members, appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner; one member from two candidates to be nominated by 
each of the following organizations: Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts, Boston Central Labor Union, Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
Boston Real Estate Exchange, Massachusetts Real Estate Exchange, 
Boston Society of Architects and the Boston Society of Landscape Archi- 
tects, Boston Society of Civil Engineers, Master Builders’ Association, 
Team Owners’ Association, United Improvement Association, and one 
member to be selected by the Mayor. All appointive members shall be 
residents of or engaged in business in Boston. The term of office is five 
years. 


The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 


Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
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of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, bring a petition in the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
County of Suffolk for a writ of certiorari setting forth that such decision 
is in whole or part not in accordance with the duties and powers of the 
Board.

The Boston Retirement System was established on Feb. 1, 1923, as 
provided by Chap. 521, enacted in June, 1922, and accepted by Mayor and 
‘City Council in August, 1922. It is administered by a board of three mem- 
bers, the City Treasurer, ex officio, one person appointed by the Mayor, 
and the third member chosen by the other two. The compensation of the 
members is $10 each for every meeting attended, but not over $500 in any 
one year. After the original appointments, the term of each appointive 
member is four years. 

An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
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the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946. 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946. Every employee becomes a member of 
the new system, unless within ninety days of October 1 a notice is filed to 
the contrary. 

After October 1, 1946, both systems are administered by a new Retire- 
ment Board consisting of Wilfred J. Doyle, appointed by the Mayor for 
a term of three years; Charles J. Fox, City Auditor, ex officio; and a third 
member to be elected by members of the system. The Board serves 
without compensation.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the

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control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 402 one-way 
streets and 542 no-parking streets. The commission maintains 163 
traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in down-town 
Boston, 9,000 traffic signs and 93 traffic officers’ spotlights. One hundred 
and twenty (120) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including 
crosswalks, center lines, lane lines and stop lines, are maintained by the 
commission. Eight hundred and seventy-eight (878) loading zones, re- 
quiring 18,500 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to 
$11,200 are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these 


loading zones.

The Budget Department was established by ordinance in 1917. It was 
established as a result of the report and recommendations of a commission 
which had been appointed ‘‘to investigate and report upon ‘the expediency 
of adopting a segregated form of budget for the departments for which 
the city makes appropriations from taxes or revenues’ including the 
departments under the control of the mayor, the school committee and the 
schoolhouse department, the county departments, and the departments 
in charge of officials appointed by the governor.”” That commission was 
appointed pursuant to an order passed by the City Council on June 7, 
1915, and approved by the Mayor on June 8, 1915. Its report was made 
under date of October 1, 1915. 

When the Budget Department was established it was placed in charge 
of the Budget Commissioner. - General supervision over all matters relating 
or incidental to the appropriations and budgets of all municipal depart- 
ments, with the exception of a very few departments not directly under the 
control of the Mayor, was placed in the jurisdiction of the Budget Com- 
missioner. 

The Budget Commissioner, under the direction of the Mayor, prepares 
in segregated form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council. The Commissioner also pre- 
pares annually forms of estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board, 
commission and department, and each division of a department, for 
which the city appropriates money. He also prepares the form of monthly 
report of such officer, board, commission and department, and each 
division thereof, showing expenditures to date of all appropriations by 
item. The Budget Commissioner also reports to the Mayor on all sub- 
sequent revisions of the items in the budget. 
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Each department head annually on or before November first submits to- 
the Budget Commissioner departmental budget estimates on sheets fur- 
nished by the Budget Department. The Budget Commissioner investi- 
gates and considers all such estimates in detail and confers with the several 
department heads concerning their estimated requirements. The Budget 
Commissioner thereafter establishes tentative budget allowances to each 
department and submits such tentative budget allowances to the Mayor, 
with such recommendations as the Budget Commissioner deems advisable. 
The Mayor, after conference with the Budget Commissioner and the 
several department heads, concerning the department estimates, the 
tentative allowances, and the recommendations of the Budget Commis- 
sioner, makes final decisions on all budget allowances. The entire and 
formal budget is prepared by the Budget Commissioner in accordance with 
those decisions of the Mayor. The budget in its entirety is then sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council with an appropriate explanatory 
message, which recommends the adoption of the budget by that body. 


The City Council refers the budget to its committee on appropriations. 
The appropriations committee holds public hearings on the individual 
items of each department budget. It hears the several department heads 
on the details of their department budgets. The Budget Commissioner 
attends the hearings of the appropriations committee prepared to furnish 
such information and give such assistance as may be requested by the 
committee or the department heads. 

On the completion of the hearings of the appropriations committee, 
that committee reports to the entire Council on the proposed budget. 
Thereupon the City Council acts on that report and the recommendations 
of its committee on appropriations. The City Council may by law 
decrease any item in the budget submitted to it by the Mayor, but is 
without power to increase any iteminit. Upon the adoption of the budget 
by the City Council and its approval by the Mayor, the appropriations 
contained in the budget are established for the fiscal year ending on the 
December thirty-first next following its adoption and approval, which 
the statutes now require shall be not later than the first Monday in April. 

On occasions it becomes necessary during the fiscal year to transfer 
funds from one item to another in the budgets of the several departments. 
When such a transfer is deemed advisable or necessary by a department 
head, the department head makes a written request of the Budget Com- 
missioner for such transfer. After consideration of such requests, the 
Budget Commissioner refers them to the Mayor for submission to the 
Council for its action. The transfers become operative only when they 
are adopted by the Council and approved by the Mayor. 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 400 of the Acts of 1930, 
‘Compensation and Classification Plans for the Officers and Employees 
of Suffolk County”? were adopted by the City Council on April 138, 1931, 
and approved by the Mayor on April 15, 1931. By virtue of that statute 
and those ‘‘plans” and their respective amendments, the Budget Com- 
missioner is empowered to pass upon all promotions, transfers, new appoint- 
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ments, and the compensation of the personnel of Suffolk County. These 
‘‘plans” establish the Budget Commissioner as the Personnel Director of 
Suffolk County. The records required to comply with the provisions of 
these plans are compiled by and maintained in the Budget Department 
under the supervision of the Budget Commissioner. These records 
include, among others, an official roster of each officer and employee in 
the service of Suffolk County, their classification title, rate of pay, a record 
of each change of their status, and such other relevant information as the 
Budget Commissioner deems advisable for the maintenance of a proper 
record of the personnel of Suffolk County. 

In addition to the records of the county personnel, there is also kept 
inthe Budget Department a complete alphabetical index of the permanent 
personnel of the City of Boston, likewise compiled and maintained under 
the supervision of the Budget Commissioner.

It is the duty of the Building Commissioner to issue permits for and 
inspect the erection and alteration of buildings (including schoolhouses) 
in the City, and the setting of boilers, engines and furnaces; to keep a 
register of all persons licensed to take charge of constructing, altering, 
removing or tearing down buildings; to keep a register of the names of 
all persons carrying on the business of plumbing and gas fitting, and of 
all persons working at the business of gas fitting, and to conduct examina- 
tions and issue licenses to master and journeymen gas fitters; to issue 
permits for and inspect the plumbing and gas fitting in buildings; to 
inspect elevators in buildings and report upon elevator accidents; to 
issue licenses for operators of elevators; to inspect at least monthly all 
theaters and moving-picture houses, and semi-annually all halls or places 
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for public assembly; to inspect existing tenement houses; to report on all 
fires in, and accidents in or to, buildings, to examine plans of new buildings 
and alterations, and to pass upon all questions of zoning. 


BUILDING CODE FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 

Chapter 550, Acts of the year 1907, as amended, ceased to exist as such 
on May 15, 1943 (with the exception of Section 138, “Powers of the 
Boston Board of Health’’). 

On the same date, May 15, 1943, Chapter 479 of the year 1938, as 
amended, became the Building Code for the City of Boston. This Code 
is now subject to-amendment by the Boston City Council, who have 
exercised this new prerogative and have published many essential changes. 

On June 14, 1945, his Honor the Mayor approved certain amendments 
to the New Building Code, which provides for better supervision and 
control of carnivals and like activities, insofar as places of assembly are 
concerned. 


ZONING REGULATIONS. 
Nineteen sections of the zoning regulations have been changed in whole 


or in part; many of the changes have increased the so-called “‘protection’’ 
to property owners in several of the residential districts. 


THE NEW CODE. 


Six different types of construction are provided for in the new code, 
classified according to use or occupancy. 

Egress and fire protection are given special attention. 

Chapters 544 and 546 of the Statutes of 1948 amend Chapter 1438 of 
the General Laws.

The Board of Examiners, as an adjunct of the Building Department, 
was established in 1912.

Under the law the personnel of the Board includes an 
architect or engineer, a contractor, and a lawyer. Compensation for 
service by said members is set at ten dollars a day, the salary of the 
chairman not to exceed twelve hundred dollars, that of each of the other 
members, one thousand dollars. 

Applicants qualifying for registration pay an eee fee of five dollars, 
‘two dollars for annual renewal.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
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possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘‘The City Planning Board”’ consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 

In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor.

The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837. It is in charge 
of 1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 7 
Deputy Chiefs, 31 District Chiefs, 2 Chaplains, 1 Superintendent of Fire 
Alarm, 1 Superintendent of Maintenance, 1 Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer 
of Motor Vehicles, 91 Captains, 124 Lieutenants, 1,219 Engineers, Ap- 
paratus Operators, Masters, Aides, Hosemen, Laddermen, and Provisional 
Military Substitutes for Firemen, 34 Clerks, 23 Fire Alarm Operators, and 
115 Mechanics, Painters, Linemen, Repairers, Electricians, Workmen, and 
other employees. 


Total officers, engineers, privates and employees (including Electrical 
Inspection Division), 1,689 of whom 48 are serving in the armed forces 
of the United States.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an Ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The department has charge of the Long Island Hospital, the Child 
Welfare and the Registration Divisions. 

The Long Island Hospital furnishes full support to poor persons having 
a legal settlement in Boston, also hospital care and treatment for those 
afflicted with chronic illness. January 1, 1946, there were 936 in the 
care of the institution, of whom 434 were in the hospital. The department 
controls about 167 acres and buildings on Long Island, valued at about 
$3,540,000. The steamer ‘‘Stephen J. O’Meara” is maintained for trans- 
portation service. 

The Child Welfare Division, 1110 City Hall Annex, has charge of de- 
pendent children and those committed through the Court as neglected. 
They are placed under careful supervision in foster homes within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. January 1, 1946, the division had 
1,335 children in its care, was using 20 different institutions for medical 
care or special training, and 610 foster homes. 

The Registration Division, Room 5, City Hall, receives and investigates 
applications for care of dependents, determines legal settlements, and 
supervises the commitment of the insane.

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-four 
assistants, a medical supervisor and forty other employees, comprising

The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various municipal 
departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title foreclosures, 
prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, furnishes legal 
opinions to the Mayor, the City Council, and the various department 
heads and city officials, including the School Committee, on matters 
relating to the discharge of their official duties, prepares petitions for and 
drafts of legislation in which the city has an interest, and appears and 
represents the city before the various committees of the legislature and 
before other public boards, commissions and administrative agencies, 
including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil Aeronautics Board 
and other Federal agencies, and the Appellate Tax Board and Department 
of Public Utilities of Massachusetts.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919 and to $20,000,000 in 1931. The first 
Trustees were appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
‘in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first, opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. . 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library Building 
at 20 City Hall avenue, the School Issue Department at 126 Tyler street, 
and thirty Branch Libraries. In addition, through an agreement with 
Harvard University, the Baker Library of the Harvard Graduate School 
of Business Administration is a branch of the Boston Public Library. By 
similar arrangement, the Boston Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves 
as a medical branch.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES. 

The general administrative work of the Library is centered in the 
Director’s Office. It is responsible for the general administration of the 
entire library system as a whole. It cares further for all activities that 
are not handled directly by the Circulation Division, the Reference 
Division, or the Division of Business Operations. 

There is also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of such 
subsidiary offices as the Personnel Office, the Training Office, the In- 
formation Office, the Records, Files, and Statistics Office, and the general 
publishing activities of the Library. 

THE CIRCULATION DIVISION. 

The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries. The purely library activities of the Branch 
Libraries are therefore considered as a unit which is designated as the 
Circulation Division. Within this division there are closed departments 
and public departments. The main grouping of the public departments 
is that of the Branch Libraries. In direct relationship with the work of 
the Branch Libraries is the Work with Children.

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 

In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Treasure Room, and in the Chavannes, Sargent 
and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library Building afford opportunities 
for emphasizing the Library’s valuable resources. Storytelling in the 
Young People’s Room and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers 
is a part of the Library’s program of work with children. ‘Two publications 
are distributed free throughout the system: More Books, issued monthly 
except in July and August, and Books Current, issued four times a year.

The printing plant was established March, 1897, for the express purpose 
of executing the printing required by all city and county departments. 
It was originally operated partly from an appropriation and partly from 
revenue. Since 1910,it has been entirely self-supporting and no appro- 
priation of any kind has been made. The entire expense of maintenance 
including pay roll, has been met from revenue. . 

The plant is located at the corner of North and Richmond streets in a 
city-owned building for the exclusive use of the department. It is organ- 
ized and equipped especially for the city’s printing requirements and 
consists of modern type-setting machinery, presses and accessories. The 
building and plant is appraised at approximately $600,000. 
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Chapter 24, Section 1, of the Revised Ordinances provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing ‘‘shall have charge of the printing plant and of 
all the printing of the city, shall supply all printing, binding, stationery 
and other office supplies, except furniture, used by any board, commis- 
sion or department for which the City of Boston is required by law to 
furnish such supplies, and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing, binding, stationery and other office supplies.”’ 

In addition to the above, the Superintendent purchases all postage used 
by the City of Boston.

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The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board has issued annual reports. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trustees 
of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total amount of the 
18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Overseers on December 
31, 1945, was $814,917.27, the annual income from which ($27,751.92 in 
1945) is distributed in accordance with the terms of the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, _ 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, but exacts work in its woodyard for meals furnished, and 
the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily destitute women 
and children, opened in 1870.

The Public Works Department was established in 1911, consisting of 
the Street, Water and Engineering Departments combined under a single 
executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works, the latter authorized 
to create the necessary divisions of the department according to his judg- 
ment. The following divisions have been created, viz., Bridge and Ferry, 
Highway, Sewer, Sanitary, Water, each in charge of a Division Engineer.

AvoupH J. Post, Division Engineer. 


The Division Engineer has charge of the collection and removal of ashes, 
garbage and refuse, and the cleaning, oiling and flushing of streets. 

Total expenditure for the year 1945 was $3,396,695.64 for collection and 
disposal of the City’s waste materials and the cleaning, oiling and flushing 
of streets.

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REMOVAL OF STORE REFUSE. 


While the department is not required to remove refuse from shops, 
stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted by City Ordinance 
to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works. A charge of 11 cents 
a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established 
and no removals are made by City forces except upon the delivery of 
tickets obtainable at 507 City Hall Annex, or from authorized agents. 

In districts where refuse collections are made under yearly contracts, 
the contractors are not permitted to charge for this service a higher rate 
than that of 11 cents a barrel, as prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Public Works. In these districts the producers pay the contractors 
direct for the service rendered.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works. 

The work of the Sewer Division is carried on by the following authority:

Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are not levied by the 
Public Works Department, but by the Board of Street Commissioners 
who also award damages for land-takings made for sewer construction. 
The assessment upon the several estates for a new sewer is limited to $4 per 
linear foot, and it is a lien upon the property. An Act of the Legislature 
prohibits the assessment in similar cases of the cost of surface drains: 

In the calendar year 1945, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 1.01 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 48 catch-basins, 
making on January 1, 1946, a total of 1,254.45 miles of common and inter- 
cepting sewers and 22,634 catch-basins in charge of the Sewer Division. 

The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury and Dorchester. 

The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 
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Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 

Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island. 


WATER DIVISION.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. 

The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1945, was 1,000.079 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,236, including 505 
high pressure, 387 private; number of meters now in service, 101,642. 


The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board and 
the Boston Water Registrar. 

A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession, in 
1898, of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent lands. The 
sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the State by the 
City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 1898. Total 
available quantity of water in the nine storage reservoirs of the Metro- 
politan system on January 1, 1946, 56,224,200,000 gallons, of which 
about 80.98 per cent (45,531,000,000 gallons) was in the Wachusett 
Reservoir in Clinton, 32 miles west of Boston, an artificial lake, 4,135 
acres in surface and area and added to the system in 1905. There are 
also thirteen distribution reservoirs with capacity of 2,513,690,000 gallons, 
six pumping stations being connected with these in which stations 
27,125,045,000 gallons of water were pumped during the year 1945. In 
the existing Metropolitan Water District are nine cities besides Boston, 
and ten towns. Boston takes about 67.7 per cent of the entire water supply 
of the District. 

The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1945 was 
110,676,200 gallons, or 144 gallons per capita. 
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HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.71 miles of pipe with 505 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1945, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping 
stations are now in use.

The City Registrar keeps the records of births, deaths and marriages, 
issues certificates of the same and marriage licenses, receives and records 
affidavits of, additions to, and amendments and corrections of said records, 
and forwards copies of all records to the office of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth and to outside cities and towns when nonresidents are 
involved. Annual reports have been published since 1849, except in 1860 
and 1861. 


By ordinance, approved July 12, 1892, the Department of Ancient 
Records and the office of Record Commissioners (established July 6, 1875) 
were abolished, and the duties of the Record Commissioners, including 
the publication of documents relating to the early history of Boston, were 
transferred to the City Registrar.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. ‘The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent.

The Soldiers’ Relief Department was created as a department of the 
City of Boston by Chapter 441 of the Acts of 1897, and is under the charge 
of a commissioner appointed by the Mayor. He exercises all powers and 
duties for the distribution of State and City Relief to veterans and their 
eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as were formerly vested 
in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his direction assistance 
is rendered to worthy, honorably discharged veterans and their dependents 
of the Civil War, Indian War, Spanish American War, Philippine Insur- 
rection, China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War No. 1 and 
World War No. 2. 

The Veterans’ Rehabilitation Division of the Soldiers’ Relief Depart- 
ment was created by Chapter 1 of the Ordinances of 1946, to provide 
information, advice and assistance to veterans of all wars to enable them 
to procure the benefits to which they are entitled relative to employment, 
vocational or other educational opportunities, hospitalization, medical 
care, pensions and other veterans’ benefits. This Division is located at 
209 Washington street.

_ This department, established in 1897, is in charge of a board of five 
trustees, whose duty it is to collect, compile, and publish such statistics 
relating to the City of Boston, and such statistics of other cities for purposes 
of comparison, as they may deem of public importance; also to compile 
and furnish such other statistical information as may be required by the - 
Mayor or City Council. 

As defined by the board of trustees, the routine work includes informa- 
tion service on historical, geographical, political, and population facts 
about Boston and the personnel and accomplishments of present and past 
municipal administrations; modern foreign language translations; exchange 
of public documents with municipal, state, federal, and foreign govern- 
ments; and a newspaper clipping service of all the Boston papers. 

The Statistics Department has published annually since 1898 the 
Boston Municipal Register.

The City Record, ‘Official Chronicle of Boston Municipal Affairs,” 
is published weekly by the board of trustees, under the direction of the 
Mayor, in accordance with legislative act and city ordinance. The Editor 
and Associate Editor are appointed by the Mayor. 

In his capacity as Business Agent of the City Record, the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees of the Statistics Department has charge of all 
business details of the City Record.

The Board of Street Commissioners consists of three members, one of 
whom is elected by them to be Chairman. One member is appointed by 
the Mayor each year to serve for three years from the first Monday in 
January. ‘The Board has jurisdiction over the laying-out, widening, relo- 
cation and discontinuance of highways; the taking of real property for 
municipal purposes; the levying of assessments for betterments resulting 
from the construction of streets or sewers; the plotting of undeveloped 
areas for streets and the opening of private ways; the granting of licenses 
for the storage or sale of merchandise in public streets; the making of 
specific repairs in public streets; the naming of public streets; the issuance 
of licenses for the keeping, storage, manufacture and sale of gasoline, oil, 
and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds; and the use 
of public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection 
in, under, or over :the same, including the location of conduits, poles and 
posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes; 
signs, marquees, bay windows, coal-holes and vaults. Incidental to its 
powers to take lands and construct streets, it has authority to award 
compensation to land owners for damages resulting from such taking and 
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construction. In certain instances its awards and its grants of licenses 
or permits must bear the approval of the Mayor. 


In 1895 the duties of the Board of Survey were transferred to the Board 
of Street Commissioners. In 1907 the Board of Street Commissioners 
was charged with the licensing of street stands for the storage or sale of 
merchandise. In 1909, by Section 28 of the City Charter (Acts of 1909, 
Chapter 486 and amendments thereto) the jurisdiction previously exer- 
cised by the Board of Aldermen concerning the naming of streets, the issue 
of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of gasoline, oil and other in- 
flammable substances or explosive compounds and the use of public ways 
for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection in, under, or over 
the same, including the location of conduits, poles and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes, was vested in the 
Board of Street Commissioners, to be exercised with the approval in 
writing by the Mayor, and the Mayor and City Council were given 
authority to fix by ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, 
or otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or 
oil or inflammable substances or explosive compounds and the construction 
or use of coal-holes, vaults, bay windows, signs and marquees, in, under, 
or over the public ways shall be issued. The fees for licenses or permits 
to sell or store inflammables or explosives are collected by the Board of 
Street Commissioners upon their original issuance of such licenses. There- 
after, an annual renewal fee for such licenses, which is one half of the original 
fee, is collected by the Fire Department. The fees for licenses or permits 
to maintain obstructions or projections in, under, or over the streets are 
collected by the Board of Street Commissioners. 


In 1913 the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority to 
issue permits for the erection of garages. 


By virtue of Section 1 of Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
the Board of Street Commissioners is charged with the care and main- 
tenance of all land and buildings belonging to the city and not used for 
specific purposes. 

In 1927, by authority of, and in conformity with, Section 8 of Chapter 85 
of the General Laws (1921), the Board of Street Commissioners adopted 
“Rules and Regulations Relating to Projections in, on or over Public 
Highways,” amending and revising all its pre-existing rules and regula- 
tions concerning such projections. The penalty for violation of these 
Regulations is a fine not exceeding five dollars for each day that the viola- 
tion continues, after five days’ notice given by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to the violator. 

In 1930 (by Chapter 399 of the Acts of 1930) the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Street Commissioners as to the storage and sale of gasoline, oil 
and other inflammables or explosives was amplified and its jurisdiction 
extended to include the licensing and regulation of open-air parking spaces. 

In 1908 the Board of Street Commissioners was charged with the regu- 
lation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. In 1929 (by Chapter 263 of the 
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Acts of 1929) jurisdiction over the regulation of traffic was transferred 
from the Board of Street Commissioners to the Boston Traffic Commission. 

In 1929, also, the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority 
(by Chapter 187 of the Acts of 1929) to license the holding of religious 
meetings, political meetings or rallies in public ways. That Act was, 
however, repealed by Chapter 173 of the Acts of 1931. 

Under Chapter 148, Section 56, of the General Laws (Tercentenary 
Edition), the Board of Street Commissioners grants licenses for open-air 
parking spaces.

The department was organized by ordinance in 1890. 

The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 

The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring deVices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in. accordance with the 

‘results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 

In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.’

The Chief of the Bureau of Child Accounting supervises the following- 
named departments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, 
Vocational Guidance, and Attendance (including Certificating Office);

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SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in 
charge of 4 supervising school physicians, 1 medical inspector, 1 school 
physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otologist, 
43 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 18 matrons, and 1 sanitary 
engineer. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses aS are deemed necessary. For the 86 elementary and inter- 
mediate school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 
assistant supervising nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 
and 60 school nurses. 


° PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under their 
control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1945 is $458,920.91. The cost of Military Drill is not charged against the 
appropriation for Physical Education. 

The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 4 
assistant directors, 1 supervisor-in-charge of playgrounds, 16 instructors 
of military drill, 2 armorers, 44 women and 3 men instructors of physical 
education, 15 teacher coaches of athletics, 30 assistant teacher coaches, 
84 play teachers and 8 supervisors of playgrounds, assisting in the direc- 
tion of approximately 300 playground teachers assigned for different 
seasons. The latter have charge of games, plays, dances, etc., in the 95 
schoolyard playgrounds. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to ‘the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the State Board of 
Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation Schools, for 
employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, were included 
under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus maintained are the 
Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening classes, Trade High 
School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, Brandeis Vocational 
High School, High School of Practical Arts, also co-operative courses in 
Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester High School for Boys, East Boston, 
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Hyde Park, Roxbury Memorial High School for Boys and South Boston 
High, day canning classes in the summer, and practical arts courses in 
the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


MANUAL ARTS. 

The Training School for Teachers of Mechanic Arts, located in the 
Parkman Schoolhouse, Broadway, South Boston, is conducted under the 
direction of the Department of Manual Arts. 

There are eight co-operative courses in high schools, as follows: Brighton 
(auto mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork), 
East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde Park (machine shop practice), 
Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury Memorial High School for Boys 
(printing), and South Boston (sheet metal). There is a mechanic arts 
course in shopwork in the Roslindale High School. 

There are 172 shops in elementary and intermediate schools, in aiton 
the following-named subjects are taught: Auto mechanics, agriculture, 
drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, printing, 
sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Modeling is taught in fifth grades in all boys’ schools, by a special 
teacher. Cardboard construction and bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades are supervised by the department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 62, and school gardening in 19 elementary 
and intermediate districts. 


HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE AND ARTS. 

The Household Science and Arts Department comprises a director, 
an assistant director, and 193 teachers. 

There are eleven high schools offering courses in Household Science 
and Arts: Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, High 
School of Practical Arts, Hyde Park, * Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah E. Burke, 
Roslindale High, Roxbury Memorial, South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 26 regularly appointed teachers 
of Dressmaking, 2 regularly appointed teachers of Millinery, and 16 
regularly appointed teachers of Household Science (Foods and Household 
Management). In these schools there are 30 standard sewing rooms, 
14 cookery rooms, and 8 home practice suites. 

In the elementary and intermediate schools there are 94 teachers of 
Sewing, 1 teacher of Millinery, 54 teachers of Cookery, and 1 temporary 
teacher of Bookbinding. In these schools there are 63 rooms equipped 
for instruction in cooking, 22 of these cooking rooms having adjoining 
suites, and 111 classrooms are equipped for teaching sewing.

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EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS. 


There are five evening high schools: Central (English High Schoolhouse), 
Dorchester, Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical Schoolhouse), and 
South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which are held on Monday, 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7.30 to 9.30, are conducted in the 
several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All but the Central 
High are commercial schools. 

There are seven evening elementary schools, and one branch school 
of same, in session on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday evenings. 

Evening trade classes for persons employed in the trade are conducted 
in the Boston Trade High School and one branch school held in the South 
Boston High Schoolhouse. Evening classes for persons not employed in 
the trade are conducted at the Brandeis Vocational High School Building, 
25 Warrenton street. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


There are 10 schools for immigrants where instruction in the English 
language is provided, classes being conducted daily (except Saturday) 
for two hours in the forenoon and the same in the afternoon. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 


Classes for boys are held in the Brandeis Vocational High School, 
25 Warrenton street; classes for girls, at 10 Common street. 

All children 14 to 16 years of age employed under an employment 
permit are required by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL AND CIVIC PURPOSES. 


In 1912, the School Committee was authorized’ by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. Under 
this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each having a 
manager and largely attended on two evenings and one afternoon a week. 
More than 75 school buildings are also used by Non-School Center groups. 

The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1946 is $92,520.50. 
Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, etc., 
basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by the 
Election Department as polling places, lighting and janitor service being 
paid for by the Election Department. ~ 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff of 
the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. If 
the teacher retired has been employed in the public day schools for a 
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period of thirty years or more, ten years of which have been in the Boston 
public day schools, the pension paid amounts to one-half of the annual 
salary received at time of retirement, but in no case is it less than $600, 
nor more than $900 annually. If the period of service is less than thirty 
years, the pension is proportionally less, but in no case is the pension 
less than $480. The School Committee is authorized to provide for these 
pensions by appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, 
which together with the unexpended balance of the previous year and 
the amount of reimbursement from the Commonwealth, will pay pensions 
for the year. These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired 
before the establishment of the Boston Retirement System or who have 
not become members of such system. The Permanent School Pension 
Fund amounted to $1,550,914.82 on January 1, 1946, and 344 retired 
teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is paying $120 per year to 558 annuitants, the total amount of its fund 
on September 30, 1945, being $2,283,225.57 (Total Investment) or 
$2,411,020.00 (Market Value of Investments). At that date 3,073 
teachers were each contributing $18 per year to this fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 
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According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In this connection, it is pleasing to note 
that of the 25 cases involving murder and non-negligent manslaughter 
reported to the Boston Police Department during the past year, 23 of 
these cases have been brought to a successful close. In addition to its 
divisions for investigation of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen 
property, and homicides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases 
of police work and investigation: Arson, banking, express thieves, general 
investigation, hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers 
and dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical and shopping 
crimes. A night motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, 
to prevent, so far as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts of violence 
or other serious crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the 
offenders. Criminal identification, fingerprints and photographs, missing 
persons, warrants and summonses are handled by this Bureau. The 
Bureau also handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts hundreds 
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of investigations during the course of a year for various police departments 
throughout the United States and foreign countries. Further, it co- 
operates in every way possible with outside police departments in the 
investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the 
daily line-up of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is conducted by 
this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 

The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and maintenance 
of the system of operations of the Department, including police broad- 
casting station ‘‘WQIP,” located at Police Headquarters, and police 
broadcasting station ‘““WRAS,” located on the roof of the new Court- 
house Building, Pemberton square; the latter station being operated by 
remote control from the Bureau of Operations at Police Headquarters. 

These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 

The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 79 police cars, 4 police boats, and 17 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 

The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody Maes | in the act of 
committing crime. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, ‘ 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 A. M. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown and Back Bay sections of the city. 

The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all lost, stolen 
and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to have been 
illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from persons arrested 
for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized liquor and gaming 
implements which come into possession of the Department. 
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All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the 
““Michael H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft; the ‘‘ William H. Pierce”’ and the 
“William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; the ‘‘ Argus,” a 28-foot craft; 
and a 22-foot motor speed boat, named the ‘“‘ Dispatch.” 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. : 

On July 12, 1946, the police force numbered 2,183, consisting of 1 
superintendent, 5 deputy superintendents, 28 captains, 57 lieutenants, 
180 sergeants, 1,819 patrolmen, 77 provisional temporary patrolmen, 15 
permanent policewomen and 1 provisional temporary policewoman. 

There are 19 men assigned to the signal box service, whose director has 
charge of 565 signal boxes.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 
of the Acts of 1936 skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division 
of the Mayor’s office. 

The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $7.50 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $5. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,” the fee for such licenses not to exceed $5. 
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By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
‘by the City Council. The Council established the fee at $2 in 1922. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.’”’ The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the City Council has fixed the fee of 
$2 for such license. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the “ firearm’ law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $5. 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, cabaret, or amusements. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a hearing. 

Nore: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; 
or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license. 

By Chapter 183 of the Acts of 1946, the Board was given the authority 
to charge a fee, not exceeding one dollar, for the issuance of a duplicate of 
any license granted and issued by said Board.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of twelve citizens being named therein as Managers 
of the Franklin Fund and having the standing of a City department with 
the object of maintaining the Franklin Technical Institute as an inde- 
pendent technical school for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund ‘“‘if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston’? be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers under the age of twenty-five 
years.” 


Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘“‘of which,” he says, 
“‘T would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be let 
out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 


* The Managers serve without compensation. 
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term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.’”’ The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirsin 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the ‘‘Selectmen,”’ 
$329,300.48 (42° of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for ‘‘the 
purchase’ of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Technical In- 
stitute and for the equipment of the same.’”’ Owing to a series of com- 
plications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor 
Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme 
Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then 
acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion Novem- 
ber 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 378, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers 
were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen 
did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen”’ as Managers and had no powers with 
reference to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public 
charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, a Board of Managers to 
take the place of the ‘‘Selectmen,”’ and provided in the decree of the 
Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the Franklin 
Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only 
the annual income from this fund is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

On January 31, 1907, the amount of the ‘‘accumulated”’ fund available 
for expenditure by the Managers was $438,741.89, and in that year the 
Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected at the corner of Apple- 
ton and Berkeley Streets. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Tech- 
nical Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision 
in industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($91,946.68 for the 
school year 1945-1946), and income from the above mentioned Funds 
(i. e., the Andrew Carnegie Donation and the Storrow bequest). The 
building contains 11 classrooms, 5 draughting rooms, and 16 shops and 
laboratories. 1,002 adult students received instruction at evening sessions 
and 450 in day courses during the school year 1945-1946. There is also 
an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. The building, with equip- 
ment, cost $436,970.59. The site, containing about 16,000 square feet, 
was purchased in 1906 for $100,000, a 20-year loan being issued to cover 
same.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1988, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the City Treasurer; all collections and receipts are handled 
by the City Collector; and the examination of all bills and demands 
rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all expenditures 
and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, and at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, in the hope of being able, by proper instruction, to 
better the living and health conditions of the communities in the congested 
districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity Streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 
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In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
_ provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years © 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 


Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
Wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

On December 6, 1941, the Trustees voted to establish as a post-war 
project, a Bathhouse and Recreation Center on certain park land on the 
Charlesbank in the West End.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
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and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas in accordance with 
the terms of Chapter 574 of the Acts of 1946. With the approval of the 
State Board of Housing and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter into 
agreement with any agency of the Federal Government for assistance, 
financial or otherwise, to remedy such sub-standard conditions. 

Eight projects in the City are now operated by the Authority. All of 
them with the exception of the Development in the Bay View section of 
South Boston, are operated for the housing of low-income families, prefer- 
ence being given to veterans and servicemen. The Development in the 
Bay View section which was constructed by the Authority was subse- 
quently sold to the Federal Government to house war workers. It is 
operated by the Authority, under lease from the Federal Government, 
and tenancy is now restricted to veterans and servicemen with families. 
Old Harbor Village, South Boston, the only project built by the Federal 
Government, is now leased to the Authority to house low-income tenants. 
Additional areas have been cleared in the East Brookline Street section 
of the South End, and the D’Street section of South Boston for further 
construction. 

Acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 1946, 
the City of Boston, acting by and through the Authority, is undertaking 
a program to provide distressed veterans and servicemen with temporary 
housing. The Federal Government will make available to the Authority 
military structures which may be converted to dwelling accommodations. 
The transportation of these structures to the sites selected for them in the 
City of Boston, and the actual reconversion, is done by the Federal Govern- 
ment. The City must provide the sites and utilities in the streets adjacent 
to the site. These accommodations will be distributed over the City, the 
largest installations being at Camp MacKay, South Boston, Franklin 
Field, Dorchester, and the Alsen Playground, Dorchester. Upon com- 
pletion they will be managed by the Authority in behalf of the City of 
Boston.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 

The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 

A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were “‘substantially completed’’ and in ‘“‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Arie Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three See tiel for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15 ,1905, to January 1, 1906.

The undersigned, being the committee duly author- 
ized for the purpose by the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Everett and the committee duly authorized for 
the purpose by the City Council of the City of Boston, 
met on the twenty-ninth day of October, 1946, and 
examined the lines and established the boundary marks 
between said cities, which are described as follows:

ORDINANCES OF 1946, CHAPTER 9. 


ESTABLISHING THE DEPARTMENT OF 
VETERANS SERVICES. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Siz. 


Be zt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SEcTION 1. The department of veterans services is 
hereby established, under the charge of the director of 
veterans services, who shall be a veteran and who shall 
be appointed by the mayor, subject to confirmation 
by the city council, for a term of four years. The 
director of veterans services shall also be the com- 
missioner of soldiers relief of the City of Boston. The 
' director shall exercise the powers and perform the 
duties as provided and set forth by chapters five hundred 
eighty-four and five hundred ninety-nine of the Acts of 
1946, and other pertinent statutes. Deputy or assistant 
directors may be appointed by the mayor, subject to 
confirmation by the city council, and such deputy or 
assistant directors shall be veterans and shall have 
such power and perform such duties as the director 
may determine. 

Sect. 2. The director shall establish in the depart- 
ment a division of veterans services, and such other 
divisions, including a disbursement division, as he may 
deem necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 

Sect. 3. The disbursement division shall be under 
the charge of the director of veterans services acting as 
commissioner of soldiers relief, who shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties provided by statute. 
The commissioner may appoint, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, and whenever vacancies exist therein, 
two deputy commissioners of soldiers relief, who shall 
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have such power and perform such duties as the com- 
missioner may determine. ° 

Sect. 4. The civil service employees of the soldiers 
relief department are hereby transferred and reappointed 
to similar positions with similar status in the department 
of veterans services, without civil service examination 
or registration; and shall retain all rights to retirement 
with pension that shall have accrued to them or shall 
hereafter accrue to them; and their services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of 
1925 is hereby amended in section one in the clause 
providing for the appointments of officers for the term 
of four years by inserting before the words ‘“‘the soldiers 
relief commissioner’’ the words ‘‘the director of veterans 
services and.” | 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1925, is hereby amended in section five in the clause 
establishing the salaries of city officers by striking out 
the words ‘‘the soldiers relief commissioner, five thousand 
dollars” and inserting the words “the director of 
veterans services and_ soldiers relief commissioner, 
sixty-five hundred dollars.’ 

Srecr. 7. Chapter thirty-one of the Revised Ordin- 
ances of 1925, and chapter two of the Ordinances of 
1946, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 8. This ordinance shall take effect January 1, 
1947.

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CHAPTER, 1. 


CONCERNING THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
as amended, is hereby repealed, and the following new 
chapter substituted therefor: 


CHAPTER FIFTEEN, REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1925. 


Section 1. The fire department shall be under the 
charge of the fire commissioner, who shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties provided by statute; 
and shall appoint a chief of department, deputy chiefs, 
district chiefs, engineers, and other firemen. 

SecT. 2. The commissioner shall regulate the hours 
of duty of the officers and members of the fire depart- 
ment so that the maximum strength of each company 
shall be maintained, insofar as is possible, at all times. 

The officers and members of the fire department 
shall work the two-platoon system, as described in 
paragraph one of section three of this ordinance. The 
commissioner may, however, wherever and whenever 
practicable, allow officers and members to work alter- 
nating days of twenty-four hours from eight o’clock 
ante meridiem to eight o’clock ante meridiem the next 
following day. 

Sect. 38. The hours of duty of the day force shall 
be from eight o’clock ante meridiem to six o’clock post 
meridiem, and the hours of duty of the night force shall 
be from six o’clock post meridiem to eight o’clock ante 
meridiem; provided, that every third day, for the 
purpose of alternating the day force with the night 
force and vice versa, the number of hours of duty 
herein stated may be exceeded, but one force shall be at 
liberty at all times, except as otherwise provided in 
section four of this ordinance; and provided further 
that: each member of the fire department while on a 
twenty-four-hour tour of duty may be allowed one 
meal period of one and one quarter hours while on 
such tour of duty. 
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The hours of duty of the force on twenty-four-hour 
duty shall be from eight o’clock ante meridiem to eight 
o’clock ante meridiem the next following day, with 
one such force at liberty at all times, except as provided 
in the following section. 

Secr. 4. In case of a conflagration or extreme 
emergency involving a fire hazard, the officer or board 
having charge of the fire fighting force shall have full 
authority to summon and keep on duty any or all of 
the members of the fire fighting force while such con- 
flagration or emergency continues. 

The commissioner may furnish, on such occasions 
and to such extent as he may deem advisable, the 
assistance of the department to another city, town or 
fire district, in extinguishing fires therein. 

Sect. 5. The provisions of the foregoing sections 
shall not repeal, affect or change any rule, order or 
ordinance now in force relating to the fire department, 
or the officers or members thereof, except as herein 
specified. 

Sect. 6. The commissioner shall appoint a superin- 
tendent of fire alarm, who shall, under the direction of 
the commissioner, have the entire care and maintenance 
of the wires, posts, machinery, and appliances of the 
fire alarm telegraph and telephone system; shall see 
that all such wires, posts, machinery, and appliances 
are maintained in good order and condition; and shall 
keep in his office a map showing the locations of the 
same. 

Sect. 7. The commissioner shall make to the mayor 
a monthly report of the location and number of fires 
that have occurred in the preceding month, the cause 
of the same and the amount of property destroyed 
thereby, and shall, in his annual report, include a brief 
summary of such matters. 

Sect. 8. The commissioner shall, before calling 
before him a member of the department for a hearing 
on charges, give such member at least twenty-four 
hours notice of the charges made, and shall allow him 
to be represented at the hearing by counsel. 

Sect. 9. The fire commissioner shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties imposed by law upon 
the wire commissioner, and shall establish in the fire 
department a division to be known as the electrical 
inspection division. The electrical inspection division 
shall be in charge of a deputy appointed by the fire 
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commissioner, who, under the direction of the fire 
commissioner, shall carry out the provisions and require- 
ments of law relating to wires and inspection of wires, 
and the installation and use of electric conductors and 
appliances in buildings in the city of Boston. The 
salary of the deputy shall be fixed by the fire commis- 
sioner, subject to the approval of the mayor.

4. The lessee shall not, without the approval in 
writing of the director previously obtained, underlet, 
or assign, or suffer any other person to occupy, the 
demised premises; nor shall he, without such approval, 
carry on any business therein other than that for 
which the premises are leased. 


5. The lessee shall not throw, or permit to be

12. The lessee shall quit and deliver up the 
demised premises peaceably and quietly at the end 
of the term, in as good order and condition as the 
same are at the beginning of the term, or may be put 
into during the term.

ORDERED, That in addition to the rights heretofore 
granted to the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
locations for tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, 
said company shall have the right to construct, maintain 
and use 

An alteration of and an addition to its existing loca- 
tions as follows: 

Left hand curve track in Commonwealth Avenue and 
Chestnut Hill Avenue, Brighton, leading from and con- 
necting with the existing northerly track in Common- 
wealth Avenue to and connecting with the existing 
westerly track in Chestnut Hill Avenue, said tracks 
being substantially as shown by red lines on a plan 
made by Arthur I. Davis, dated August 16, 1946, and 
deposited in the office of the Commissioner of Public 
Works; together with all necessary curves, crossovers, 
switches and connections. 

And the consent of the Board of Street Commissioners 
is granted to said company to establish and maintain 
the overhead single trolley electric system of motive 
power in the operation of its cars on said location and to 
erect, maintain and use iron poles, not less than twenty 
feet in height, at places indicated by red dots or circles 
on the aforesaid plan, or at such other places, to be shown 
by blue dots or circles on said plan, as may be approved 
by the Commissioner of Public Works, and to place on 
said poles such wires and other appliances as the 
Fire Commissioner shall approve.

The right to lay down the tracks located by this 
order is upon condition that the whole work of laying 
the same, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and 
quality of material used in paving said tracks, and the 
kind and locations of poles, shall be under the direction 
and to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, and shall be approved by him. Also upon con- 
dition that said railway company shall accept this order, 
and shall file such acceptance with the Board of Street. 
Commissioners jn accordance with the provisions of 
statute law; otherwise it shall be null and void. | 

The whole work authorized to be done under the pro- 
visions of this order shall be completed within one year 
from the date of the passage of this order.
